^HAT tvai the Stale ef Religion in 
I Chriftendom hefirt the Tear ef ear 
; Lfrd 1500 ? 

A. The eftablifh'd Church, as 
well in England^ as throughout 
1 the reft of Chripenian^ was at that time the 
RMHan Catholick. This \s » \Aa».« 'A ■^■»&-. 
wWcJi cannot be call'd inqucft;«w\\ «A **^*^^^ 
BSfd flot JoTc my time* m *vM*«*t K».<Bait> ^ 
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bear witncfs to it. Only I ihall take notice, for 
as much as concerns England in particular, that all 
kind of MoDuments convince us,.thatour Anceftors 
were Papifts. This appears evident from the Names 
of our Churches dedicated to Catholick Saints ; from 
the Ruins of the religious Houfes every where re- 
maining ; from the very Names of our Streets, 
P^ter-Nofter-Rowj Ave- Mary-Lane^ Black-Fryers^ 
Jfyite-Fryers^ &c. from the Name of Mafs ftill 
kept in the Denominations of our Holidays, as 
Chrlflmafs^ Candlemafsy Michaelmafs^ &c. not to 
fpeakofthe Names of AJh-Wednefday^ Palm Sun* 
day^ Ember-Days^ Rogation- Days^ Lady-Day^ all 
left amongft us by our Forefathers, and Tokens of 
their Religion. 

Q^ But were there not fame nt that time who dij* 
fentedfrom the Church of Rome ? 

A. Yes, there were fome few Vaudois (Co call'd 
from ff^aldo a Merchant of Lyons in the 12th Centu- 
ry) in the Valleys of Piedmont ; fome Lollards or 
Difciples of Wicklef in England'^ and fome of the 
Followers of John Hufs in Bohemia. 

Q^ And were not. thefe Protcftants ? 

A, They protejled in fome T^hings againft the 
church of Rome: But were not of the fame Re- 
ligion with Protcftants now a^days, from whom 
they differ'd in many Articles. It may not he de- 
nied^ fays Dr. Heylinj fpcaking of the Dodrine of 
the Vaudois (Cofmog, ^th Edit. p. 193; hut that 
amongft fome good Wheat there were many Tares. 
AndV loekHoi^ fays he, on thefe Men as Founders 
of theProteflant Churchy or of the fame Church with 
them. As for Wicklef and Hufs^ they both faid 
Mafs to their dyi^ig Day, and therefore could be 
no Proteft«nt8. And as for the Lollards^ Dr. Fid- 
y^'f, Hii bis Life of Wolf ey^ Chapi J. blames Mr. 
/^M-fbr ranking them amongft l^isMwt^n'. "^^^ 
faa/^ they wer« ihvalved in ftteal £trtn> wa4 e«txt 
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liich as were of pernicious Confequence to the State. 
And in the fame Chapter, Num, 2. p. 34. he lets 
us know that the Ht^tes of Bohemia difKsr'd not 
much from the eftabliih^d Dodlrine or Worfliip of 
the Roman Catholicks. 

Q^ Who was thm thefirft Preacher of the Pro* 
tefiant Religion f 

A. Martin Luther^ an Augufiin Tryct of fFi^ 
Umborg in ^xonjf. 

Q^ tVhen^ and upon what Occafion^ did Luther 
legin to fall out with the Pope and the Church of 
Rome! 

A^ In the Year 1517, upon gccafion of certain 
Indulgences ; the Preaching of which was commit- 
ed to the Domimcan Fry crs^ preferably to thoie 
of Luther^s Order, who had been accuftom'd to be 
employed upon fuch Occafions. Howrfircr, for 
fome time after this he profefd'd himfelf ready to 
fubmit to the Pope's Determination ; til) finding 
bis DoArine condemned ac Rom^y Anno 1520, he 
no longer kept any Meafures with that See. 

Q. What Encouragement did Luther meet with 
in this Undertaking ? 

A. At firft, he tells us, (Pref Operum Wittemb.) 
be was all alone \ and therefore proceeded more 
timoroufly ; but by degrees many came into his 
Way of thinking. The firft Perfons of any Note 
that openly efpous'd his Quarrel, were Andrew 
Carlojiadius Archdeacon of fVittemberg^ and Philip 
Melan^thon Greek Profeflbr in that Univerfity : 
But his chief Support was the Elector of Saxony^ his 
Soveraigh. 

Q3, Who were the firft and chief Perfons who 
wurote again/i Luther f 

A. In Germany^ Eckius^ Cochlaus and Faher^ 
three learned Divines ; \ti Ital^^ SiVutjleT de^T\«V 
ibe General of the Dominicans \ Vew ¥t«c. ^> 
/2Kwir/, the Divines oS Paru ^tA L^vroaxxv. 
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their rdpcfiive Cenfurcs; in Bnglandy Bifcop Fifl>er\ ' 
. Sir Thomas A(Ior4^ and-King Henry V III. who wrote 
a Book of ihi Jiwn Sacr^Mnnts againft Luther*s 
Babyhnijh Captivity \ which Book procured to this 
Prince the Title oi Defender oftheFakh^ given him 
by Pope Lio X. upon that Occafion : Which Title 
his Succeflbrs have retained ever fince, tho' they 
have forfaken that Faith which he- then ciefended. 

Q^ What %uas the Argument with which iMhcr 
found himfelf moft prefi*d^ and which gave Us Con- 
^t'ience the graat^ Ditfficulty? 

A, The Authority and Praflice ©f the whole 
Church of God, which for fo many Ages 4iacl 
-cftablifh'd that Popery which he inipugn*d. *' With 
** how many Medicines," fays he, in the Preface to 
his Book for abo!i(hing private 'Mailes, T, 2. IFit-- 
temh^ Fit. 244. 2. ^' with what ftrong and evident 
*' Texts of Scripture, hayc I fcarceyet fettled «iy 
^* own Confcience, to dare, being but one fingle 
^^ M 2^9 to contradid the Pope, and believe him 
*' Antichriji^ the Bifhops hts Apoftles, and the 
'^ Uitivdriiues his Stews ? How often has my 
^* trembling Heart reprehended me, -objcfting their 
♦* ftrongeft and only Argument : Are you the only 
*' Man 4f Senfe in the ff^&rld ? Are fa many all 
*' in the wrong f Have Jo many Ages pafi^ d in Igna* 
<* ranee? What if you Jhall he the Perfon thht is 
** mijfaken^ and lead fo many others into Err or ^ to 
** be damned with you to all Eternity ?" 

Qj^ What faid Luther to the Authority of the 
ancient Fathers^ wUch his Adverfaries objeifed to 
him ? 

A. He faid, they were all hlind^ i. de fervo Arh. 

T. 2. Fol, 480. 2. And that he cared not a Rvjhif 

a tlyoufand Auguftins or a thoufand Qy^x\zn% flood

. ^. Is it true^ that Luther bad a Conference with 
Satan about the Mafs f 

A. it is certainly true: Since Luther himfelf has 
given us an Account of it at large, in his Book ie 
MtfTa Privata bt Un^iene Sacerdotum. T. 7. Fol. 
228, bfc. 

Qt l^hat was the Refult of this Conference f 

A. The Devil's Arguments convinced Luther that 
the Mafs was an Abomination, which from that 
time forward he ceas'd not to cry down both by 
Word and Writing, 

Q^ Did not Luther tnarry fom nfter his Revolt 
from the Church of Rome ? 

A. Yes, in the Year 1525, he m^Lxned Catharine 
JBoren a profefs'd Nun, who had found Means not 
Jong before toefcapeout of her Convent : In which, 
as he followed the Example of Caflo/iadiusj who had 
married a little while befoie ; (o was he imitated by 
aU, or aJmoft all the firft Preachers of the Proteftant 
JLd^ion ; who were not willing to labour in the 
Golfel without Helpmates. 

Qi By what JSfame did Luther's Difciplesfirji call 
themfelves ? 

J. The Name they firft took was that of Evan-^ 
Relics or Gejpellers ; till, in the Year 1529, they took 
the Name of Proteftants. 

Q^ Upon what Occafion did the Followers of Lu- 
ther take the Name of Protejlants ? 

A. Upon Occafion of the Decree publifh'd againii: 
them in the Diet (or Parliament) which was held 
that Year at S^re upon the Rhine. Againft this 
X>ecree, Ax Princes of the Empire, and fourteen. 
Cities enter'd their Prote/J, ^xA ^t^tcv x^\% "^x<j>\«.5^^ 
took the Name of Pr«te^ants. 'b^fc SUxdatv^ 'U- ' 
suuiLtiAe Oftander^ Z.. a. Caf • ^* ^

Q. In what Countries did Luthcr'j Do^rine firfi 
guin Footing ? 

jf. In the NoHb of Germany^ in the Kingdoms 
of Denmark and Sweden^ and in fome Parts of P^- 
land. 

Q^ When was Luthcranifm firji ejiablijh'd in 
Denmark? 

\A In the Time of King Frederick I. who ha- 
ving deprived his Nephew Chriftiern II. of his 
Kingdom, began to reign in the Year 1522, and 
fey the Miniftry of Bugenhage a Lutheran Divine 
of Pomerania^ brought in the Lutheran Do&rine 
into his Dominions : He removed all the Bifliops, 
(not one of which could beperfui^ed to the Change 
of Religion) and fubflituled others in their Places, 
in Number as before, but much abridged of their 
Revenues, and a great Part of their Power/ -fliy- 
liHy Cofmog, p. 106. 

Qi Jf^eny and by whom^ «w; Luther*/ DoSlrim 
firfi fettled in Sweden ? 

J. In the Time and by the Authority of Gujla'^ 
vus Ericus (who having expelled King CArj/f/>r», 
began to reign in the Year 1523) foUicitcd there- 
unto, fays Dr. Heylin^ Cofmog. p. 120, " by one 

♦* Peter Nevieius^ zLutheran Divine but chiefly 

<* moved (as others fay) by a Defire to appropri- 

** ate to bimfdf the Goods of the Church. And 

*< this appears to have had fome ftrong Influence 

« upon him in it, in that be prefently feized upon 

. «* what he pleafed, and made a Law that Bifliops 

«* Ihould enjoy no more than the King thought fir. 

■ XU ^*^^» di^ Luther'i Do^rine firft enter inta 

\ Poland? 

J. Demtzici, fays Dr. Heylin (Cofmog. p. 148; 

" was the firft Town in the Kingdom of Poland 

• ** which gave Entrance to the Doftriiies of i«- 

'^ z&O ^jyjg» iS^Sf but in fo tumu\tuouE ^ twaxv- 

^' J3cr, that thcy^ that favoured V\ia O^vmoiwi^ ^^ 
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^* pofed the old Common- Council- Men, and crc- 
*• ated new ones of their own, profaned the Churches, 
•* robb'd them of their Ornaments, and fhameful- 
'* ly abufed the Priefts and religious Perfons, abo- 
^* liifaed the Mafs, and altered all things at their 
•* Plcafure. But by the coming of the King they 
** grew fomewhat quieter, leaving one Convent of 
** Black Fryers, and two of Nuns, who ftill en- 
«« joy the Exercife of their Religion." The like 
tumultuous Reformations made by the Mob were 
not unfrequent in thefe Times in many other 
Cities. 

Q. fyho was the ehirf Stickler amm^ the Princes 
of Germany for Luther and bis Do^nim i 

A. Philips Landgrave of Heffi ; to whom Luther 
was fo complaifant as to allow him to have two 
Wives^'at once. Thi» Licence was granted in the 
Year ^539, and fubfcribed by Luther ^ Melan£fhon% 
Bucer and five other Divines. The Matter of 
Fad is out of all Difpute; and all the Writingst 
and Deeds that related to it, have been publiih'd 
Mo the WorU ^y Charles Lewis £le£kor Palatine^ 
.and by Prinoe Emefiusot Hejfe\ Defcendant of tbe^ 
aforeuud Pbiiip.

rprHAT was thefirjl and-greaieft Stop to thi 
Reformatim btgwi fcy Vi\i.Oc«xX 
J. Ifwt bclicveDr. Heylin, Calnw^. \)t>»* "^^ V^- 
ibe Diiftfciiccs,. which- comcwiwacd. wswwf^ ^^^^ 
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formed Churches, were the dtSt and greateft Stop 
to the Kefbrioadon from proceeding farther : Many 
*' Men, not improbably, iays the Doctor, think- 
^'^ ing there muft be forae want of Truth in the 

Foundation of that Building, which had fuch 

wide and open Breaches in the Super(lru£lures. 

Q. lUfat was ihefirjt Origin ofthofe Differences ? 

A. They firft began by a Falling out between 
Luth^zndi Carlojladitts^ who, as we have taken 
notice, was the firft Man of any Note that -openly 
embraced Luther^ Tenets. This Man, during 
Luther''^ Abfence, who was obliged for a whiie 
to ajbfcond for fear of tlie Empcrwr Charles V. 
jfnno 15 2T, had, without coofulting Luther^ puRVi 
flown all the Images in the Church of fVitunAergy 
aboliih'd the Elevation of the Hofl: in the Malis, 
and reftonad the Communion in both Kinds. Lu- 
iber was not iitisfied with thcfe Proceedings : Per- 
haps becauie attemptted without bis Participation. 
So far is certain, that at his Return from his P^i- 
pios (for (o he cail'd the Place where he was bid) 
he loudly declared agaihft them ; JnfiMiMich that Ui 
jone of his.jBtniiojiis^i:eacfaUi|ipon f faiB Oceafi^^n^ 
T, 7. FoL 275. 2. without namitjg^urA/forfrtir/, 
he threatened the Authors of thefe Changes, that 
'if they, went on in this manner, ** he would 
** fairly tack about, and recall all that he had writ 
** or faid, and leave them all in the Lurch, Take 
■*^ this for a Warning; Pray what Harm would 
•« the Popifh Mafe do you?" . 

Q^ But did Luther'5 ^mrrel vnfh Carioftadius 

A. No. Thefe were but the firft Bickerings 

between them : The War was not proclaimed tili 

'the 22d qI Auguft 1524, and that in the following 

manner ; Luther had preached that Day a Sermon 

4tt jF^/M in Saxorrf^ in Prcfencc ^ Carlopadtu^^ 

-HrJiom he aceofed of having, *tecd xx? -ecw: V^«\?fe 
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fo Sedition at Orlemonde. Carkftadius^ after the 
Sermon was ended, came to the Inn where Luther 
lodg*d, which was the Biack Bear in ^ena ; and 
there, after fome other Difcourfe, fignified to him, 
that he could not endure that Opinion of his of 
the real Prefence of the Body and Blood of Chrift 
in the Blefled Sacrament. Luther with a icornful 
Air fet him at Defiance, and promifed him a i%- 
rin of Gold (which he drew out of his Purfe) if he 
Would undertake to write a Book againft the Doc- 
trine of the real Prefence which he maintain'd ; 
Carlofladius^ after fome Demur, accepted of the 
Offer, and pocketed the Money \ upon which thdy 
fhook Hands, and confirmed the Challenge by a 
Bumper, according to the Fafhion of that Country. 
And thus was the War declared^ which without 
any Interruption has continued between the two 
great Parties of the Proteflants, v/z. the Lutherans 
and Sacramentarians ever fince. See HofpiniarCsfc- 
cond Part ad annum 1524, FoL 3a. 

Q^ fn>at filMd after this firji Declaration of 
War? • 

jt. Carloftadius foon fdund Saxony too hot for 
him ; but in Switzerland he met with two notable 
Patrons in the Perfons of Zuinglius and OEcolampa^ 
dius : Thefe took up the Cudgels in his Quarrel, 
and drew after them almoft one half of the Refor* 
mat ion. 

Q^ Who was this Zuinglius ? 

A. Ulrich Zuinglius was a Priefl of Zurich in. 
Switzerland, who begun there to preach againfl In- 
dulgences in the Year 15 19, two Years after i«/A^r 
had begun at Wittemberg. And in the Year 1522, 
in Conjunftion with fome other Priefls that had 
embraced his Party, prefented a Requefl to the Coca- 
monwealth of the Switzers ^ot v^\n^%^ ^^s^^axvw;^ 
• that he and his had ivot tV\e G\^\. o\ ^^^'^^^^^^ 
and i/wt Che Deeds of tbtYV^to. Yi'aA.^^sA^^^^^ 
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infamous, to the great Scandal of the Faithful. See 
ZuingUus'zWQx^^ Tom. i. FoL 115, and iig. ^jj 
See alfo the Eplftle written that Year to the Bifhop 
of Conffance^ fubfcribed by Zuinglius^ Leo Judah^ 
£rafmus Fabricius^ and eight other Minifters. Fol, 
120, ^c. 

Q^ ^f^ow^j CEcolampadius? 

jt. A Brigiiin Monk of Baftl in Switzerland^ 
who exchanged his religious Habit and Vows for a 
young Wife, and commenced chief Preacher of the 
Reformation in that City. 

Q^ What /aid Luther to thefe Oppofers of his 
Do^rine ? 

A. He wrote fcvcral Books againfl: them, wherein 
he treats them as Fanaticks, Hereticks, Blafphemers, 
Perfons poiTefTed by Satan, and finning' againft the 
JHoIy Ghoft, tff , See his Book Contra Fanaticos 
Sacramentariorum Spiritusj his greater and leffir 
ConfeJJion^ his Thefes againfl the Louvain Divines^ 
&c. 

Q. Did thefe Differences proceed fo far as to come 
to an utter Breach of Communion ? ^ 

A. Yes. liUiher in his leffer ConfeJJion^ after ha- 
ying declared, that he looks upon Zuinglius^ OEcq-^ 
lampadiusj Carlo/iadius, and all their Adherents, 93 
Hereticks, Enemies of Chriji and Blafphemers, pro- 
tefls, that he will not fo much- as admit of the 
Company of any of theCe Bread-eaters and IVine- 
drinkers^ as he caUs them 5 nor receive Letters, 
Books, Salutations or Writings from themV^^*or fo 
much as admit their very Names into the Clofet of * 
his Soul ; or even vouchfafc to hear or fee them. 
He adds, that ho one can pray for them, becaufe 
they fin unto £)eath : That he wouU carry this 
Teftimony along with him to the Judgment-feat of 
Chrifi^ that with his whole Soul he had condemned 
and avoided th^Oi^ &r. S^ Hof^iruan^ P« a. ^« 
1S6, 187. 
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Hence Dr. Heylin in his Co/mograpfy (L. i, p. 

I 3lfc ^hEdit,) writes thus: " VlhWAtht Lutherans 

*« were thus playing their Game (he fpcaks of the 

Confeffion of Augflurg^ the League of Smalkaldetti 

i^c, " there ftarted up anbther Party begun u firft 

** by Zuinglius amongft the Switzers thcfe not 

** comrtiunicating Counfels, went two different 
« Ways, efpecially in the Points of Confubftantia- 
*' tion and the real Prefence j not reconciled in their 
^' Times, nor like to be agreed upon amongft their 
•' Followers, For Calvin^ rifmg into the Efteem 
*< and Place of Zuinglius^ added fome Tenets of his 
*' own to the former DoiSrines, touching Predefti- 
*< nation, Free-will, &c. by which the Difierences 
<< were widened, and the Breach made irreparable: 
*< The Caufc being follow^ on both Sides with 
•* great Impatience, as if they did not ftrive fo 
*' much for Truth as Viftory," So far the Doc- 
etor. 

Q^ Who was this Calvin ? 
A. He was a Frenchman born at Ntf^'on in Picar" 
djf^ who maintaining the Do£lrine of Zuinglius and 
Oicolampadius with fome Alterations and Improve* 
mentSy has quite' eclipfed their Fame, and imparted 
the Name of Cahnntft to all that Part of the Refor- 
niation, 

;* (^ fVas not Calvin the firft Preacher of the rf 
formed Gofpel at Geneva i 

A. No. Dr. Heylin tells us, Cofmog. L. i. /• 
Tg6S^ That in the Year 1528, Religion being 
•' altered [in a Tumult of the People] in the Canton 
*Vof Bern^ near adjoining to Geneva^ Viret and Fa- 
rellus [two Zuinglian Preachers] did endeavour it 
in Geneva alfo* But, finding that theBifhop and 
Clergy did not like their Doings, they fcrewed 
•* themfelves into th^ Peo^Vt^ 2xA\ji^ ^^^ K>8i'vsw'*; 
populzr Tumult com^WfiA xScyfc ^\^^^ "^^^ 

Ckrgy tQ abjmdon iheTo^U. -^SJV ^^ 
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** only in that Tumult alter the Dodrinc-and Or- 
** ders of the Church before eftablifli'd, but changed ' ^1 
*« the Government of the State alfo, difclaiming all 
<* Allegiance both to Ddke and Bifiiep, and ftand- 
*^ ing on their own Liberty as a free Common- 
•' wealth. And tho' all this was done by Viret 
<* and Fcnrtlluf^ before Calvin^s coming to that 
<« City, which was not till 1536 ; yet being come,— * 
«* no Man was forwarder than he to approv€ the * 
*« A<9:ion,'* The Do6ter goes on in the fame Page, 
giving an Account of the Ecclefiaftical Difcipline of 
Pr efl>ytery, which by Cahht was firft mtrodHced 
in o his Church of Geneva^ and from thence pro- 
ps^ted into all Parts where Cahinifm was received ; 
a Difcipline, fays the DoSor, begotten ht Rebellion^ 
iom in Stdiiion^ and fiurfedup by Fa&im. 

Q^ In what Countries did Calvinifm thiefi^ pre* 
vail ? 

A. In BwitTurland ; in many Provinces of France 
un der the Name of Hugen^s ; in fome Parts of 
-Germany ^ Hungary^ Bohemia^ and Poland \ m the 
'ifitlted Netherlands ; and in -the Kingdom of Scot- 
kfl^dy wliere it was introduced by John Knox and his 
Afl^fttes. 

Q^ By ivhat fneans -did the FoUowers rf Calvini 
propagate their Genevan Difcipline ? ' 

A. Dr. Heylin telb us, Cofmg. L. x. p. i§j|. 

«« That rather than their Difcipline Ihould not he 

-♦< admitted, and the epifcopal Gksver nment deftroy'd 

« In all the Churches of C^^, they were refohredicf^ 

ii« ^epofe Kings, ruin Kingdoms, and to fubverttbc 

*f fundamental Conftitutions of all civil States. And 

'< hereunto their own Ambition gave them Spur 

•* enough, aflfeding the Supremacy in their feveral 

<* Parifhes ; that they themfelves might lord it over 

^^ God*s IfihsntXMit^ under pretence of fetting 

^ <»r£fi upon im Throne. U^pou ^\icw^\aw^\a 

^ ilw PiV-cmincBOC tiiey did wt 0A7 ^t»x^ ^vcv^ 
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-*' the BiAops «'//* malichus JVtrdsy &c. but not 
•* therewith content, neither would they themfelves ^ 
** receive them^ mr permit them that would^ cafting 
** them mit of the Churchy with Reproach and In- 
•* ferny. Which proud Ambition in the ordinary 
•* parochial Minifter was cunningly fomented by 
•« fome great Perfons, and many Lay-Patrons m 
^' aU Places, who underhand aimed at a fythf r 
** End-: T^ic one to rife thcmfdves great Fortunes 
*' out of Bifhops Lands; the other to fceep thofe 
*' Tit*ics thcmfelves, to which by the Law they 
** only were to nominate fomc deferving Perfon. 
** Sueh wcreifcc Hdpsby which this new Device 
•• cf Cetimn -was tHfperfed and propagated." So far 
theDoSor. 

■Q^ But is not the Do^or too hard -upon the Calvi- 
nifts, in tdbat he writes concerning their Dijpofition in 
regard pf Kings f 

J. There are too many Inftances in Hiftory ^o 
iupport wliat fae advances as to that Point. W^tnefs 
in France the Confpicyci^ of jfrnboifcy Meaux aod

Qi TPT)at was the End of the firjt and chief 
f Teachers of the Protefiant Religion ? 

A^ Luther^ after Supper, was taken fuddenly ill, 
and died in the Night, in the Year 1546. Zuin- 
glius was kiird in Battle fighting againft the Catho- 
lick Cantons, Anno 153 1. Oecokmpadius was not 
long after found dead in his Bed : And Luther is fo 
uncharitable ae tor write that he was kill'd by the 
Devil. L. de Mifs. Prvuata^Uni}. Sacerd. T. 7. 
Fol. 230. C^^/x^died in theYear i564of a dreacU 
'ful Complication of Difiempers, which his Friend 
BiTUi favs he bore with Chriftian Patience: But 
the Catholicks and fome Proteftants too give us 
a quite difierent Account, viz. that he died in De.. 
jpair, blafpheming God, and invoking the Devils. 
So writes Bolfeck in his Book of Calvin\ Life^ 
Schlujfelburg a learned Lutheran in Theolog, Cah. 
printed Anno I594> FoL 72. a. And Herennius 
himfelf a Calvin*s Preacher, who declares he was 
an Eye- witnefs of Cahin^s tragical End; and that 
he died in Defpair, of a moil filthy and (linking Dif« 
eafe. So he in Libello de vita Calvini. 

Q^ What other Se£ts of Proteftants arofefoon after 
Luther ? 

A. Firji^ . ^« The Anabaptifls^ fo call'd from re- 
*^ baptizing. Thefc had for their Author one iS/i-

/' liarity with God by an Augd^ ^toro;\^vcv%,W^

A. Yes, they were, as well as at their Incon** 
fancy in their Doftrinc, as may be fccn in the Wri- 
ters of thofe Times. Hence Paulm Eberusj a kar* 
1^ LutberanDiy'iaey in his Preface to jfiif/^n^^n's 
Commentaries on the firjl Epiftle to the Corinthians^ 
fpeaking of Proteftants in genera]^ writes thus ^ 
^ Our whole evangelical Congregation abounds 
*^ with lb many Divifions and Scandals, that it is 
^ nothing lefi than what It pretends to be. If you 
^ look upon the evangelical Teachers themfelves, 
*^ you will fee that (bme of them are fpurred on 
*• with vain Glory, and an invidious Zeal, fcfr. 
^ fome of them raife unreafonable Debates, and 
'^ then maintain them, with unadvifed Heat. There 
^* are many of them, who pull down by their 
'* wicked Lives what they had built up by the 
'** Truth of their Doftrine. Which Evik, as every 
•* one fees with his own Eyes, fo has he great Ilea*- 
'•' fon to doubt whether our evangelical Congregation 
** be the true Church, in which fo many and ^uch^ 
^* enormous Vices are difcovered.'* So he. 

And Andrew Dudith, in his Epiftle to BeTui [Be- 
■aMf*s Theological Epj/ilesy Ep. i.] writes as follows : 
•* What fort of People are our Proteftants, ftrag-

J. It feems not : Since (bme of the iirft and beft 
•Proteftant Pfeachers complain heavily hi a feACble 
-Decay of Pietjr immediately after the letting up of 
the new Religion ; and fpare not to fay, that Men 
-were much better, when they were Papifts. 

Luther in many Places complains of the World's 
'growing worle and woife : << iUid Men, fays he^ 
*' are now more revengeful, covetous, licentionSt 
^« thpn they were ever in the Papacy." PofliLfu^ 
perEvang, D§m.i. Adv. And Dom. 7l6. peA.Trimt, 
*^ Heretofore, fays he, when we wme uduced by 
^< the Pope, every Man did -willingly fidlow good 
^^ Works: And ' now no 'Man neither iayeth 
or knoweth any thing, bit how to get :all to 
himfelf by Exaftions, Pillage, Theft, Lying> 
« Ufury, fcfr. 

Melan^hon^ cm Matthew vi. fays, ** It is plain, 
that in tbe& Countries [he fpeaks of thofe Coun- 
tries which firft embraced JLuther^s Reformation] 
Mens whole Concern almoft is about Banquet- 
ing, Drurikennefs and Caroufing — — *— And fo 
ftrangely barbarous is ^he People, that moft Men 
are perfuaded, that if they do but faft one Day, 
they inuft die tl>e following Night. 
Cahifiy L. de Scandalis. ** Of fo many Thou-

CHAP. IIL 

Of the Beginning of the Change of Religion in Eng- 
land. Of King Htnry's failing out with the Pope^ 
and the Diffohiiion of the Abbeys. Of ^een 
Anna Bolen and Cromwel. Of this King's Cha^ 
raster^ and the State of the Nation at that Time. 

Qj TI^HAT was the firjt Beginning of the 
^^ Change of Religion in England from Po^ 
//ry to Frotejtancj f 
jf. It begun by a falling out\)tiN^tfetvYAtv^>Hen- 
V VIII and the Popc» occaiiou^ \>^ la^v^^^vv'^^ 
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Marriage with Anna Boleny whilft his firft Wife 
Catherine of Arragm was yet alive, 

Q. What Reafons did the King alUdge fir tojujii^ 
fi hts Divorce frtm ^een Catherine, and his Mar-- 
Tying another during her Life-time ? 

A, Becaufe Catherine had been before married to 
bis Brother Arthur ^ who died under Age; and 
therefore he pleaded that his Marriage with his Bpo« 
ther'8 Widow could by no Difpenfatlon be valid or ' 
lawful, as being contrary to the Law of God, 
Leviticus xviii. i6. 

Qi Whatfaid the ^een and her Friends to this ? 

A. That the Levitical Law no farther obliges 
ChriAians, than as it is fupported by the Law of 
Nature ; or confirmed by the Law of Chrtyi ; that 
no Law of Nature or Precept of Chnyi forbids the 
Marriage of the Brother's Widow ; but only the 
Law of the Church, in which the Church can dif« 
penfe ; as (he bad done moft folemnly in this Cafe. 
That even in the Leveiical Law, this was not ab- 
folutely forbid, but only the taking of the Brother's 
Wife, whilft he^ was alive ; which was the Cafe of 
Herod^ j^ftly reprehended, upon that Account by 
Sx. John Baptiji. That in fome Cafes, the Law of 
God, fo far from forbidding the Marriage of the 
Brother's Widow, had exprefly commanded it, as 
when the Brother had died without IfTue. Deutero^ 
fumy XXV, 5. That Prince Arthur had never con- 
fummated the Marriage ; in~-Proof of which the 
Queen in publick Court (as may be ieen in Howes 
upon Stow p. 543.) took God and the King him- 
felf to witnefs, that (he was a Maid when (he came 
to the King's Bed ; which the King far from con* 
tradiding, tacitly own'd in the Words that he fpoke 
in her Commendation after Ihe was gone out, re* 
corded by the fame Hiftoriatv iu iVvt ^^TWfc^X^^:^* 
' a /s jf likely that King Ht\>x^ ^ojtcuxtd \Vx\^ 
M7//^ ofthi Divmt ^re^ wt oj aM^v^j*^ 
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A. To judge by the reft of his Procecdingsi 't» 
to be fear'd that he did not : But that his Afiec- 
tions to Anna BBkn were the true Reafon of his Scru- 
ples. So that fiiuiing the Pope here ftood in his 
Way, he was refolved to diA:ard him. ** This 
** King, fays Dr. Heylln in the Preface to his Hi- 
ftory of the Reformation^ ^' being violently hurried 
•* with the Tranfport of fome private AfFe<£lions, 
** and finding the Pope appeared the greateft Ob- 
*^ ftacle to his Defires, he firft divefted him by de> 
^^ grees of that Supremacy which had been chal- 
*^ lenged and enjoy'd by his Predeceflbrs for fome 
*< Ages paft ; and finally extinguiih'd his Authori- 
*• ty in the Realm of England — This open'd the 
«' firft Way to the Reformation-~-To which the 
'^ King afforded no fmall G)untenanGe out of poll* 
<< tick Ends." So far the Doftor. 

Q. fVhat was the firft Step taken by this Princi 
towards a Reformation ? 

A. It was, as you have juft now heard from Dr. 
HeyUnj the divefting the Pope of his Supremacy» 
which the King cbum'd to himfelf, adding to his 
Titles, that, of Supreme Head of the Churth of 
Eiiglaad, and making it High Treaibn to deny 
this his Supremacyr 

Q, jHSnci far was this Supremacy carried in 
thefiDays ? 

A. It was carried fo &r in the Days of this King, 
and of Edward VI. his SucoeiTor, that the Bifliops 
were made no more than the King's fpiritual She* 
riffi, and Delegates at Pleafure *, and obliged to take 
out Coftmiffions from the King to execute all the 
Branches of epiicopal Authority under his Majefty, 
wbo in the very Form of thefe Commiffions was 
declared to be the Fountain of all manner of Jurif-^ 
difiion and Authority, as well Ecclefiaftical as Se- 
culAr, to whom it ou^t to be ittuinedi viVv^tv^oeN^t 
^ib7 Jl/i^j^ iJi^ii pteafe to caU {ix it. ^^ xlc^T- 
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nor of thefe Commiflions with Mr. CoUier^s Re* 
marks upon them ; in the fecond Part of hie Church 
Utftory, I 3. p. 169. 

Q. mat was the next Step taien by King Henry 
towards a Change of Religion f 

jt. The Suppreffion of the religious Houfes ; iirft 
of all thofe, whofe yearly Revenue did not exceed 
two hundred Poundls, and then of all the reft. 

Qj TFhat Methods were taken in order to bring 
4iboui the total Ruin of all thefe Houfes confecrated to 
Religion by tin Piety of our Anceftors, 

A. A Viiitation was ordered, in which Thomas 
Cromwel being conftituted Fifitor^General^ employ M 
fundry Perfons, as his Sub-delegsites, to infpef): and 
examine into the Lives of the Religious, with ai 
Defign to repnefent them in fuch black Colours as 
might make their Proceedings in difTolving thofc 
Houfes the more plaufible. In regard » fays Mr. Dug^ 
♦' dale in his celebrated Hsjlory ojf Warwickjhire^ 
^^ p. 831, that the People every where had no fmall 
^^ Cfteem of thefe Houfes, for their devout and 

daily Excercifes of Prayer^ Almfdeeds^ Ho/pitali'-, 

ty and the like ; whereby not only the Souls of 
^< their deceafed Anceftors had much Benefit ^as 
*^ then was taught) but themfetves, the Poor, as alfo 
* ^ Stranras and Pilgrims, conftant Advantage/' 

Q. What followed this Vifttation ? 

A. A black Book was exhibited containing a 
world of Enormities laid to the Chafge of the Re- 
ligious : Tho', aa Dr. Heylin informs us, p. 262, 
their Of&nces, after aftri^ and odious Inquifition^ 
were reprefented by the Vifitors ii> fuch multiplying 
dajjesj as made ihemjeem both greater in Number 
end more horrid in Nature^ than indeed they were^ 
And Mr. Thomas Hearn^ in his Preliminary Obfer'- 
vations upon Mr. Brown lVilU^% View of tht mxVrtA. 
Jbi/yst ^fftires us, that iaotwvAv&»xv^YK^ ^^"^^^ 
and his Agents, who sumTd ^t uox3wxv^\j»X "^^ ^^ 
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venuesand Riches of the rcligi.u: Houfes, omitted 
no Arts or Concrivances ti)at might be of U/einob* 
talning their Ends ; efpeciall) feeking to blacken 
their Reputation by charging upon them the moft 
abominable Crimes, and managing this Charge with 
the utmoft Indultry, Boldnefs and Dexterity, " iet 
*• after all^ the Proofs were fo infufficientj feys; this 
** Author, that from what I havef^een able to gather^ 
** / have not found any direSi one: againft even anj 
^ ftngle Monajiery,*' Thus he. However, upon 
thefe Accufations, which were chiefly laid to the 
Icfler Houfes, an A£l of Parliament was procured 
27 Hen, 8. for their Diflolution : " Which Parlia- 
*' ment, fays Dugdale in the Place abov€ quoted, 
*' confifting for the moft part of fuch Members as 
** were pack'd for the purpofe through private In- 
*' terefts (as it is evident by divers original Letters of 
** that Time) many of the Nobility, for the likeRe- 
'' fpeds, alfo favouring the Defign, ailented to the 
<^ Suppreffion of all fuch Houfes, as had beencerti- 
'^ iied of leis value than two hundred Pounds fay the 
•* Year ; giving them, with their Lands 2(nd Rcvc- 
*^ nues, to the King, tsTf." Upon the Suppreffion of 
thefe Houfes, ^^ much Lamentation, Dr. Hey^ 
^^ //^> f. 262, was made in all Parts of the Coun* 
** try, for Want of that Relief and Suftcnancc, 
•* which the Poor of all Sorts received daily from 
** their Hofpitality. ^ Nor is it a little obfervable, 
** fays Mr. Dugdale^ that, whilft the Monafteries 
*' ftood, there was no A£f for Relief of the 
*^ Poor\ fo amply did thofe Houfes give Succour 
*^ to them J whereas in the next Age, viz. the 
*' 39th of Elizabeth^ no lefs than eleven Bills were 
^< brought into the Houfe of Commons for that 
** Purpofe. 

Q; But Jince the Accufations of the Vifitors were 
pj7^ /off/Udat the lejfsr Houja^ hm and b ^^bat 



Prnte^ant Rek'gtM.

Q. fFbo^ were the- chief Promoters of the Suppref 
Jm $f the Religious Hmjis? 

Jt Dr. Meylik informs usj p» a62. That this 
Work was firft fet on Foot by Queen jhna Bollen. 
** The new Queen, fays the Doftor, confidering 
^^ that the Pope and flie had fuch difierent Intere/is^ 
** that they could not fubfift together, refolved up- 
^ on that Courfe, which Nature and Self-prefer- 
*^ vation ieemed to di£bte to her: But finding that 
^ the Pbpe was too well entrenched, to be d^odg« 
'* ed on a fiiddea, it was advifed by Cromwell to 
•* begin with taking in the Outworks firft, &c. 
** In order whereunto, a Vifitation is b^un, &r^.** 
Where follows an Account of the Proceedings to- 
wards the Suppreffion of the Monafteries^; which, 
neverthelefs, this Queen did not live to fee com- 
pleated : Tho' Cromwell^ who gave her this Advice, 
carried on the Project after her Death, and was the 
moft inftrumental in bringing it to bear*. 
Q^ ffUfo was this Cromwclli 

A. Thomas Cromwell "w^s Son to a Blackfrnitlf in 
Putney^ who after paffing through feveral Offices^ 
was at length made Earl* of EffeXy and the Kin^^ 
J^asr-Qesieral in aU EccUfiaJlkal Afi€:\T% V>^^^^ ^^ 
Dignity, never 1)eard of in any CYiuK\2ccvYijew^'OTi 

dtha before, ©r fince) and \a tk»X: Qs^vVI^ '^'^ 
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mere Layman, « fat divers times in the Gonvoca- 
tion-Houfe amongft the Biihops, andpccfided oyer 
them. Bakery p. 408. 

Q. What was the End of ^ueen Anna Bdlen i 

A. She was accufed of Inceft and Adultery, found 
guilty by hex Peers, and was beheaded. Her Bro« 
ther, the Lord Rochfordj together with Sir Henry 
'NorriSi Sir Francis fVeftonj Mark SnuUn, and ^Z- 
liam Britrtm^ ail of the Kings Privy- Chamber, 
were condemned for her Accomplices, and were be- 
headed two Days before her ; of thefe MarJt Smeton 
confciTed his Guilt, and tho' he loft his Head for 
k, did not retrad. even upon the Scaffold. See 
Heylin, p. 265, who is very favourable to tfak 
Queen, as having been, during her Time, an earned 
Promoter of Prpteftancy.- 

Q. Did i/Xs Lady J in her Dying Speech^ P^Afi ^^ 
afferting her Innocence of what Jhe was accvftd^ as 
Dr. Heylin tells us Jhe did ? 

A, In her Dying Speech, (he neither diredly 

confefles herfelf guilty, nor does flie deny her Guilt. 

Her laft Speech, recorded hy Stow and other Hiflo« 

j^ans, was as follows. ^^ Mafters, I here humbly 

^* fubmit me to the Law, as the Law hath judged 

*^ me ; and as for mine Offences, I here accufe no 

^^ Man, Qpd knoweth them, I remit them to 

*• God, befeeching him to have Mercy on my 

^* Soul. And I befeech Jefus fave my Soveraign 

, ^^ and Mafter, the King, the moft goodlieft, no- 

'* bleft, and gentlcft Prince that is, and long to 

•• reign over you/* Which Words (he fpoke with 

a fmiling Countenance. On the fame Day that the 

Queen was condemned, Archbifhop Cranmer ('who 

before had folemnly confirmed her Marriage with 

the Kingj gave Sentence at Lambeth^ by which he 

declared this fame Marriage to have been null and 

void; and this, as 'tis exprelled m tV^foVexMvltv- 

^rument, hedged by Dr. Heylin^ f. at^^. tot ^^A 
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and valuable Reafons, tho' none in particular were 
Ipecified : Which Declaration drew after it iin A£t 
of Parliament, by which her Daughter Elh^abiih 
was illegitimated. 

• Q. What was the End of Cromwell ? 

yf . Soon after he had compafTed tiie DifTolution 
of the Abbeys, and other Religious HouTes, ^^ He - 
*' was, before the End of that fame Parliament, 
^^ wherein that was ratified which he had with fo 
*• much Induftry brought about, arreftcd at the. 
" Council-Table, when he leaft dreamed of it ; 
** committed to the Tower^ condemned by the 
** fame Parliament for Herefy and Treafon, un- 
'^ heard and little pitied; and had his Head cut o(F 
«« on Tower-Hili:' So far Sir IVilliam Dugdale^ 
in the Place above cpioted. 

• Q^ How came he to he condemned unheard ? 

A. It was in confequence of a Law, of which he 
himfelf was the chief Author. '*It happened [faith 
Mr. F0X9 A£is and Mon. Edit. 1563. p, 598.] 
** as it were by a certain fatal Dteftiny, thatwhere- 
^^ as a little before he had made a Law, ' that who- 
** ever was caft into the Tower^ fhould be put to 
•* Death without Examination, he himfelf fuffeitd 
•* by the fame Law." Thus he : Who tells iki in 
the fame Place, That 'tis thought this Law "was by- 
Cromwell defigned in order to have thereby entangled 
the Biihop of Winchejier [Dr. Gardiner] the chief 
Enemy of the Gofpellers ; but the Juftice of God 
turned his Snares upon his own Head. 

Q^ What were the Sentiments ^/^ Cromwell in 
Matters of Religion f 

J. He was, during his Life-time, the chief Pro- 
moter of the Reformation ; for which reafon Mr. 
Fox^ in the fame Page, calls him Valiant Soldier 
and Captain of Chriji \ and f, ^%c^, tfet Va\\anx 
Stwidard'bearer of the Church of ^ti^-wA. ^^^ 
jet this vidisuit Champion of \Y« C\i>3LiOcv^ ^^^^ ;J^^ 
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very Man that fentenced Lami^i to the Fire fof 
denying the real Prefence ; as you may fee in A% 
p. 533. where he laments, that this poor ManT^ 
Death was compafTed by thofe that were themfelvei 
the Chiefs of the Gofpellers) fo he calls the Pto« 
teftants of thofe Days) was, Taykr^ Barnes^ Cmn* 
nuTy and Cromwell^ who all afterwards came t»tbo 
like End. 

Q^ Of what Religion did CigMnwell frtfi^ Um' 
filfathU Diatb? 

J, In his Dyli^-Speech he profefled himfelf t 
Catholick. He fpoke as follows : ^< I pray you 
^' that be here, te bear me Record, I die in the 
^ Cathoiick Faith, not doubting in any Arti^ of 
^' my Faith, no, noT doubting in any Sacrament 
*< of the Church. Many have flandered me, and 
*' reported, that I have been a Hearer of fuck 
^!^ as have maintained evil Opinions ; which is un- 
^< true : But I confefs, that as God by his Holf 
«< Spirit doth inftruA us in the Truth, fo the Dt« 
<< vil is ready to feduce us, and, I have been feduced. 
<< But bear me Witnels, that I die in the Catho- 
«» lick Faith of the Holy Church/* Fox, p. 598- 
JIgWiS upon Stow, p. 508. 

Q. Who was King Henry 'j third fFife a fur Annt 
Bdlen? 

J, His third Wife was Jane Seymour, who died 
Jin Child-birth, or as fome Authors fay, was ript 
up alive by his Orders. His fourth Wife was jinne 
of CJeve^ from whom he was foon after divorced by 
bis complaiftnt Arcbbiflx)p and Clergy. His fifth 
Wife yr^ Catherine Hoivardy whom he beheaded 
for Adultery. His fixth Wife was Catherine Parr, 
£ot whom he had alfo prepared the fame bitter Cup 
but fbe was wife enough to ward off the Blow, and 
had the good Fortune to outlive him. Yet tho* 
this King had fix Wives, " H^ viaa nftither the 
^' richer in Children by fo VMSxy YrVvt&> ox w«3r. 
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««• hnproved in his Revenue by.fuch terrible Ra- 
•* pinc$," lays Dr. HeyltHj p,- ii. 

Q. What is the jujiift Chara£t€r of this King in 
Jhmf 

A. Thai he never J^red JVoman in his Lufty nor 
Man in hr Jnger, ** For Proof of which laft 
•* (fays Dr. Heylin;p. 15.) it is obferved, that he 
<< brought to the Block two noble Ladies, one Car- 
** dinal decUred {viz, Bifhop Fijher^ of Dukes, 
*^ MarquefTes, Earls, and Sons of Earls, no fewer 
^ than twelve ; Lords and Knights, eighteen ; of 
M Abbots and Priors, thirteen ; Monks, and Re- 
^ ligious Perfons, about feventy-feven ; and many 
^^ more of both Religions to a very great Number. 
^^ So as it cannot be denied, that he had too 
•^ much of the Tyrant in him. And yet I dare 
^ not fay with Sir Walter Raleigh^ That if all the 
^ Patterns of a mercileji Prince bad been hji in the 
^^ ff^erldj they might pave been found in this one 
« ISng. 

•* Qi fn>at was the State of the Nation, after this 
^ King had taken upoh him the Supremacy , and MJfol^ 
** ved the Religious Houfes ? 

" A. The People ((kyi Dr. Heylin^p. 17.) were 
<< generally divided into Schifms and Faftionsi * 
•* the Treafures of the Crown «xhaufted by prodi- 
*' gal Gifts — the Lands thereof charged with 
<* Rents and Penfions, il^c, and, which was worft 
^ of all, the Money of the Realm io impofed and 
'^ mixed, that it could not pafs for current amongft 
** foreign Nations, to the great Di(honour of the 
^« Kingdom, and the Lofs erf the Merchant. Fot 
** tho* an infinite Mafs of Jewels, Treafure In 
• ^* Plate and ready Money, and an incredible Im- 
*'• provement of Revenue had accrued \3iTv\a V1vtow\s^ 
** fuch an univerfal Spoil, and D\So\\3Xvys\ ^^ ^^v 
** gknis Houks, yet was he V\tt\t ot tvqK^x^'^ ^- 
^^ richer for it: Infomuch thai \u lY«rX«»x ^S 
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being within lefs than feven Years afttsr the g^« 
neral Suppreilion of Religious Houfes, he was 
feign to have Recourfe for Money to his Houfes 
of Parliament, by which he was fupplied after an 
extraordinary Manner ; the Clergy "at the fame 
Time giving him a Subfidy t)f 6 s. in the Pound) 
to be paid out of all their Spiritual Promotions, 
poor ftipendary Priefts paying each of them 6 /, 
8 d. to increafe the Sum ; which alfo was (b foon 
confumed, that in the next Year he prefled his 
Subjcfts to a Benevolence— — and in the, next 
obtained the Grant for all Chanteries, Hofpitals^ 
^^ Colleges, and ixw Chapels within the Realm ; 
** tho* he lived not to enjoy the Benefit of it. 

Q^ Bui what was the State of Religion and Pietf 
at that time ? 

A. You may be informed of thbby a Speech of 
this K'ng, made in Parliament in the thirty-feventh 
Year of his Reign, of which take the following Ex-' 
traft from Howes upon Stow^ p. 593. «* What 
•' Love or Charity is there amongft you, when one . 
^* calls another Heretick and Anahaptift ; and he 
** call him zg^m Papijf^ Hspoaite^ Pharifee ? I 
** muft needs judge the Fault, and Occadon of this 
*' Difcord, to be partly by Negligence of you the 
•* Fathers and Preachers of the Spirituality. For 
*' I hear daily, that you of the Clergy preach one 
*' againft another, teach one contrary to another, 
*• railing one againft another. Some are fo ftiff in 
*• their old Mumpftmus^ others are fo bufy and fu- 
** rious in their new Sumpjimusy that all Men al- 
** moft be in Variety and Difcord, and few or none 
*^ preach truly and fincerely the Word of God. 
** Now how can poor Souls live in Concord, when 
** you Preachers fow amongft them, in your Ser- 
'^ monSf the Seeds of Debate aud Difcord ? Of 
^' jyou they look for Light, and 'you \t^ x^^tcv \tv- 
^' to Darkncfs. 
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*^ Now altho' I fay that Spiritual Men be in 
^* fame Fault,, that Charity is not kept amongfl 
** you i yet you of the Temporality be not clear 
^ and unfpotted from Malice and Envy : For you 
^* rail at]Bifliop8, fpeak flanderoufly of Priefts, 
** and rebuke and taunt Preachers, You muft un- 
<< derfland, that altho' you be permitted to read 
f* Hofy Scriptures^ and to have the Word of God 
** in your Mother Tongue j yet this Licence i» 
** given you only to inform your Confcience, and 
^ to inftrud your Children ; and not to difpute 
** and make Scripture a Railing and a I'aunting- 
*^ flock againft Priefts and Preachers, as many 
•• light Perfons do. I am forry to hear, how 
•* irreverently that precious Jewel [the Word of 
*^ God] is difputed, rhimed, fung, and jangled 
** in every Ale-houfe and Tavern, contrary to the 
*< true Meaning and Dodtrine of the fame. And 
*^ I am much forry, that the Readers of it fol« 
** low it, in doing, fo faintly and coldly. For of 
•* AU I amfurt^ that Charity and Virtue were ne* 
** wrJo/s exercifidy nor God amongji Chriftians was> 
*^ never lefs reverenced^ honouredy or ferved.** So' 
hx the King. 

To the fame EffirA Sir Richard Baier write?, 
p. 408. ^^ That now was the State of Religion in 
*^ England come to a ftrange Pafs, becaufe always 
•* in paiEng, and had no Confiftence ■ T hat 

•♦ the Fable of Proteus [who changed himfclf intO' 
** all Shapes and Forms] might be no longer a 
•* Fable, when the Religion of England might be 
•* its true Moral. The Confufion was fo great^ 
** that in Parliament the one called the other He" 
<* reticJtj ^c. and this not only amongft the Tem- 
<* porality, but even the Clergymen themfelves 
<* preached and inveighed one a%2i\xv^\.^.tvQfCcyRx^Ssi 
•« that the Frame of Rclij^ou wa.^ ^^Vi^rn^^ ^>^V 
jcyynicdi the Clergy, that fti^xA^ ^^^"'^^^ 
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*' Fitrac, being out of Fra«ie thwifclveB. The 
•* MmHs of the People CKtremclydiftrBacd, bfc.

Q^ i>iif this tKingdie ^ Protffiant ? 

A. He died as he IWed, neither Otfacflick sof 
Proie(lant. For, tho* by falling out with tht 
Pope, and afltuBing to hioi&lf the Supremacy, he 
Arft ^paved the Way to a total Change of Religion, 
which afterwards enfued : Yet, Uxt hk own Part, 
in mojt Articles, he ever adhered to the Catho*- 
Ikk Doi^rine ; aad jp6r(ecuted even t0 Death the 
Oppofeis of it. Hg)Un^ Pref. So that as long 
as .he. lived, all that were preferred in Churdi or 
^te, outwardly at leaft, iconformsd to the Ma6 
Traniiibftantiation, - Invocation of Samts, jhiS 
od)^ Actfcles of ^ Roman Doftxine; «ven iOrmn^ 
mer^ Htdby^ and other Divines, wtho Kvene in 
their Hearts Proteftants,^ By his Laft Wall' be ap- 
pointed Mafies, &r. for the Kepofe of his Soal : 
But, as he had made void the laft Wills of fo^ 
many others, in the Suppreffion of the Religious 
Houfes ; ib his Laft Will was alfo negletSed and 
made void. 
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C H A P. IV. 

Of th€ Progrefs of the Proteftant Religion in the 
Reign cf King Edward the Sixth. 

Qi TZTHO fucceeded Henry the Eighth in the 
^^ Kingdom ? 
A. His Son Edward the Sixth, a Child of nine 
Years old, who reigned biit 'fix Years : So that 
what was done during his.Reign, was done by thofe, 
who had the Management of Affairs in the King's 
Minority, vi%. for the firft Years by Edward %- 
mour Duke of Somerfet^ the King's Uncle, who had 
the Title of LordProte£ior\ and, after he was taken 
off, by Tohn Dudley^ Duke of Northumberland. 
** His >rame, fays Dr. Heyliny fpeaking of thia 
** King, in his Preface, was made a Property to 
•* ferve Turns withal) and his Authority abufed to 
** his own undoing." And,^ p. 13. '* Such waa 
*' the Rapacity of the Times, and the Unfortunate* 
*^ nefs of his Condition, that his Minority wasabu- 
^* fed to many A£te of Spoil and Rapine, even to 
" an highDegree of Sacrilege, to the raifing of fome* 
'* and the enriching of others, without any Manner 
" of Improvement to his own Eftate. 

Qt fVhat does the Doifor mean fy thefe A£b df 
Spoil and Rapine, even to an high Degree of Sacri* 
lege, of which be makes the leading Men of the Court 
guilty during the King's Minority ? 

A, The Doftor (hall anfwer for himfclf in his Pre- 
face J where, fpeaking of the Great Men about the 
Court, who promoted the Reformation, he tells us. 
That thefe, " under Colour of removing fuch Cor- 
** ruptions as remained in the Church, had caft their 
" Eres upon the Spoil of Shrines and Itua^ <j.W 
** -fflflspii&vcd in the grcateft^^tx o\ v\«. V.u\>>wa». 
'' C&h^Xti^ the imvroVm^o^ ^Jcvi^^ ^^!r^^ 
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** tunes by the Chantery- Lands: All which moft 
'* facrilegioufly they divided amongft themfelves. 

Then fpeaking of the ZuingUan Gofpellers in- 
veighing againft Altars, he fays, " The touching of 
*' this String made excellent Mufick for moft of the 
*• Grandees of the Court, who had before caft ma- 
*• ny an envious Eye on thofecoftly Hangings, that 
^* maffy Plate, and other rich and precious Uten- 
^' frls, which adorned thofe Altars. And what need 
** all this Wafte^ /aid Judas. Befides there was 
^' no fniall Spoil to be made of Copes, in which the 
** Prieft officiated at the Holy Sacrament, fome of 
*^ them being made of Cloth of Tiflue, of Cloth of 
•* Gold and Silver, or embroidred Velvets And 
•* might not thcfe be handfomly converted to pri- 
** vate Ufes, to fcrve as Carpets for their Tables, 
♦* Coverlets to their Beds, or Culhions to their 
. ** Chairs and Windows ; Hereupon fomc rude 
•* People are encouraged underhand to beat down 
•* fome Altars ; which makes Way for an Order of 
*^ the Council-Table to take down all the reft, and 
•* fet up Tables in their Places j followed by a Com- 
, ^^- miflion, to be executed in all Parts of the King- 
1^ dom, for feizing of the Premifles for the Ufcof 
?* the King. But as the. Grandees of the Court 
'^^ intended to defraud the fcing of fo great a Booty, 
** and the Commiffioners to put a Cheat upon the 
** Court- Lords, who employed them in it j fo they 
•' v/ere both prevented in fome Places by the Lords 
** and Gentry of theCoun try, who thought theAltar- 
Cloths /together with the Copes and Plate of their 
feveral Churches, to be as neceflary for themfelves 
as for any others. This Change drew on the Alte- 
ration of the former Liturgy." So far Dr. Heylin. 
;'. But the facrilegious Rapines, of which the Doc- 
iorjn his Hiftory moft loudly complains, were thofe 
of BiOjops^L^nds. The firft Gap> xWx. vi^^ o^tv^^ 
>&if tliff Alienation of thefc, was mad^ \tv \Xv^ \^«t^t . 
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End of the Reign of King Henry VIII. who dealt 
with Helgaity lately advanced to the See of Torky 
to give up at one time no fewer than feventy Ma- 
nors or Townfhips of good old Rents, giving him 
in Exchange^, to the like yearly Value, certain Im- 
propriationsy Penflons, Tythes, and Portions of. 
Tythes (but all of an extended Rent) which had, 
accrued to the Crown by the Fall of Abbeys. At 
the fame time alfo, he difmembered certain Manors- 
from the See of London^ and others from that of 
Canterbury^ tho' not without fome reafonable G)m- 
penfation. HeyUn^ p. i8. " There was no farther 
*< Alienation made in his Time of the ChurchV 
** Patrimony, fays the Doftor ; yet having opened' 
*' fuch a Gap, the Courtiers of King Edward'9 
*' Time would not be kept from breaking violent- 
<^ ly into it, and making up their own Fortune in' 
" the Spoil of the Bifhopricks.'^ So he : who in the 
Sequel of his Hiftory gives many Inftances of this- 
Rapacity, tbo' not half fo many as he might have 
done. For, as Mr. Harmer takes notice, in his* 
Specimen f p. 100, loi. vindicating Fefey^ Bifliop 
of Exetefy from the Imputation laid to his Charge 
by Bi(hop Burnet^ of having ia/ely alienated almoffr 
all the Lands of his Bifhoprick, writes as follows :< 
<< Had any Biihop of England fat at Exeter at that ' 
^ time, he muft have done the fame thing, or have 
*' been immediately deprived : For Fe/ey alieniated. 
*< no Pofleffions of his See, but upon exprefs Com^ 
<^ mand of the Kuig, dire£led to him under the 
€i Privy-Seal, in Favour of certain Noblemen and : 
*^ Courtiers. All the Bifliops at that time were 
*« fubjeft to a like Calamity. Even Cranmer was . 
«« forced to part with the better half of the Poflef* 
^•fions of his See; and Ridley ^ foon after his En-* 
" ivy itiio Lendon^ was forced to %\n^ v^v^ ^^V^>^x 
^* bdH Manors of his Scft tot ^Ntx \tv ot^r X^*^^ - 
.j^ TbcfctwQ were the jrcau&Yw^Vvv^^ ^tcvw«^^ 
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** the Biifaops in that Reign.-Others were more fr- 
** vcrcly dealt with." So fer Mr. Harmir. 

The Inftanccs which are particuhrly taken •no- 
tice of by Dr. Htylin^ are thefe.

*^ A better Scholar, fays the Hiftorian, than a Bi- 
^ (hop, and purpofeiy preferred to that richStfliop- 
** rick to ferve others Mens Turns : For before be 
** was well warm in his See, he difmemb^red from 
•* it the goodly Palace of Marvel^ with the Manors 
^ and Parks of Marvel and Twiford^ which had be- 
•• fore been feized-upon by the Lord Prote6lor. The 
^'' Palace of IVakham^ with the Park and Manor 
^^ belonging to it, and fome good Farms depending 
^< on it, were feized into the Hands of the Lord 
*^ Treafurer Pawlet. But this, with many oi the

^ poor Miough before he left it : So poor that it is 
•« hardly able to keep the Pot boiling for a Parfon's

«< ved by the King^s Letters Patents; the Lands fo 
« dilapidated by Bilhop 7%/>%, that there was al- 
«< moift nothing left to fupport that Dignity : For 
« which good Service he had been preferred to the 
«* See of Norwich — moft of -the Lands invaded by 
•« the great Men of -the Court, the reft laid out for 
«* the Reparation of the Church of St. Pauly prcd 
*< almoft to the very Qitick in thofe Days of Ra-

8. Of the" See of -St. Jfaph^ the Do6l:or tells us^ 
in his Help to Englifli Hijiory^ />. 82 " That be-

** in the Days of Edward VI. For, where the 
^* Bifhop had before five Epifcopal Houfes, th^re is

But of all the Sacrileges, that were a£led in theft 
Times, by thofe that had the chief Management 
both of Church and . State during the King's Mi- 
nority, there is none niore remarkable than what 
is related by the fame Hiflorian, Hift. tf Reform. 
P* 7^9 73* where after having fpoken of the Death 
of the Admiral, Brother to the Duke of Somer'* 
Jetf Lord Protestor, who was condemned without 
beJDg allowed to fpeak in his own Defence, and 
Jo/l his Head on Tower- bill j ** TYv^ ^NwI^»x ^c^it 
'^ /iis Sxecution coming undw XV« ^wi^ ^^ ^^a» 
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** own Brother 5 at what time he took it on his

" any Treafon againft King or Kingdom. The 
** Proteftor, fays he, having thus thrown away 
*' the chief Prop of his Houfe, hopes to repair 
*' that Ruin by ereding a magnificent Palace. 
** He had been bought out of his Purpofe for 
** building on the Deanry and Clofeof Wejiminjier ^ 
[tho' it cofl: the Dean more than half the Patrimony 
of that Church to divert him from it, as the Hifto- 
rian tells us^ f. 60, 61.] and therefore " caftshis 
** Eye upon a Piect of Ground in the Strand^ 
** on which flood three Epifcopal Houfes and 
*« one Parilh Church : The Parifli Church dedi- 
** cated to the Virgin Mary ;lhe Houfes belong- 
** ing to the Bifliops of JVorcefter^ Litchfield and 
^< Landaff. All thefe he takes into his Hands, the 
** Owners not daring to oppofe, and therefore 

*" willingly confenting to it. Having cleared the 

^* Place, and projedl^ the intended Fabrick, the 

<• Workmen found that more Materials would be 

<< wanting to go through with it, than the demo- 

*< lifted Church and Houfes could afford unto them: 

^< He thereupon refolves for taking down thePariih 

** Cliurch of St. Margaret's in Wejiminfter \ but 

•* the Workmen had no fooner advanced their 

<*. Scaffolds, when the Pariihioners gathered together 

^' in great Multitudes with Bows and Arrows, 

^' Staves and Clubs, and other fuch offenfive Wea- 

*• pons, which fo terrified the Workmen, that they 

*< ran away, and never could be brought again upon 

^* that Employment. In the next place, he is in- 

•* formed of —a goodly Cloifter, invironing a- 

<• goodly Piece of Ground, called Pardon Church- 

** yard^ with a Chapel in the Midft thereof^ asxd 

^* beautified with a Piece oi mQ& oaxvow^ "^^ ^'^• 

'' msmtbip^ called, tbi Dane* of Dtat^N^^^ 

V the North Side of Su Paul'A vo^xJdkc Hi>x 
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<< fair Charnel-Houfe on the South Side tA the 
*' Church, and a Chapel thereunto belonging. 
** This was conceived to be the fafer Undertaking, 
. ^* the Biihop then ftanding on bis good Bdiaviour^ 
«* and the Dean and Chapter of that Church (as 
** of all the reft) being no better xn a manner than 
** Tenants at Will o^ their great Landloi-dS. And 
** upon this he lets his Workmen on 'die tenth of 
*• ApriU takes it all down, convrerts the Stone, 
*^ Timber, Lead, and Iron, to the Ufe of his in^ 
** tended Palace, and leaves the Bones of the dead 
*^ Bodies to be buried in the Fields in unhallowed 
*^ Ground. But all this not Sufficing to complete 
" the Work, the Steeple, and rooft Parts of the 
'* Church of St. John^s of Jerufalenty not fiar from 
** Smithfield^ moft beautifully built, was blown up 
•• with Gun-powder, and all the Stone thereof em< 
'* ployed to that Purpofe alfo. Such was the Ground, 
•* and.Aich were the Materials of the Duke's new 
«* Palace, called Smerfit- Houfe.'' So far Dr. 
Heylin; who, as it appears in bis Hiftory^ was 
no Enemy to this Duke. 

Q. How was the Parliament affeSed in thefe 
Days of Spoil and Rapine f Or bow came this aw 
guji Body to make no Oppofition ta fuch ftrangi Pro" 
ceedings ? 

A. You (hall hear from Dr. Heylin^ p. 47, 48. 

<* The Parliament took Beginning on the 4th of 

*« November [1547,] in which the Cards were fo 

•* well packed by Sir Ralph Sadler ^ that there was 

•< no need of any other Shuffling till the End of the 

«• Game : This very Parliament, without any hrt' 

«• fiMe Alteration of the Members of it, being con- 

^* tinned by Prorogation from Seffion to Seffion, 

** until at laft it ended by the Death of the King.— 

^^ And, that alt Things mi^ht be carried with as 

^ Jittle Oppofition and No\fc as mv^U \jt^ \\. n^ia 

^^ thought £ttiiat Bt(hop Gardiwr CwixiA >Dfc>w^ 
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^' in PrfTon till the End of the Seffion ; «nd tint 

*^ fiilhop Tonftttl of Durham a Man of a moft even 

*^ and moderate Spirit) fhould be made lefs in Re- 

** putation, by being deprived of his Place at the 

<< Council-Table. And tho' the Parliament tron- 

^^ fifled of fudi Members as difrgreed amongft 

^' themfelves, in refped of Religion; yet they 

*^ agreed ^vell enough together in one common Prin- 

** ciple J which was, to f«rve the prefcnt Time, 

** and to preferve themfelres. For tho' a great 

•* Part of the Nobility, and not a few of the chief 

** Gentry in the Houfe of -Commons, were cor- 

^ dially afieded to the Church of Rome ; yet were 

•* they willing to give Way to all fuch j/ffs and 

*< Statutes^ as were made againft it, out of a Fear 

^ ofiofing iuch Church- Lands as they were pofief* 

^< fed of, if that Religion fiiould prevail and get up 

^ again. And for the reO-, who either were to 

^ make or improve their Fortunes ; there is no 

*^ Queftion to be made, but that they came refolved 

^ to further fiich a Reformation as fhould mofl

yt. It was Proteftaney^ or R^ormation ; tho* it 
appears too evident, by what has been already faid, 
that the Abufe which they were mofl intent u^^ 
Reforming, was the Church's \>t£vi\^tci^ w^s "^^^^^ 
rf»c/e/bre they took cffeauaV M^^w^ Xo A^^^^"^^ 
-Rci^riiuc*, and take from hw aiW Vvoc Oww^^ 
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Plate and Jewek. But as for Reformation of Adarf^ 
nersy, I don't find that it met with any Encourage- 
ment in thofe Days : On the contrary, we learn' 
from Dr. Heylirty p. 94. That the C buret in thofe 
Days was filled with ignorant and illiterati Priefis ; 
that the Word of God was but little preachM ; and 
that the Ufe of Excommunication was either abo- 
lifli'd, or made of no Effedl, to the great Increafe of 
Vicioufnefs in all Sorts Men \ That Bifliop Lati" 
mer^ in a Sermon before the King, complained, 
that Lechery was ufed in England, and fuch Lechery 
as was ufed in no other Part of the- VKorld. Ani 
yety faid he, it is made a Matter of Sport, a Mat* 
tej> of nothings a laughing Matter, a^ ^rifky not to' 
btpaj/edon, nor reformed. So he. 

CX What were the Steps that were made kt the 
eftabli/hing the Pr^tefiant Religion in this Riignf- 

A. Firft ;T\ity repealed the Statute of the fix Ar^ 
tides made in the 25th Year of the late King ; and- 
all other A^ concerning Dodrine and Matters of' 
Religion, or Punifliments to be infliSed on Dif- 
fenters from the Church's Doctrine, Heylin, p. 49. 

Secondly y They ordered the Communion to be re^ 
ceiv'd in both Kinds ; excepting the Cafe^ oflJec^ 
ty : With this Provifo neverthelefs, that this frao 
tice Jhould not be conflrued to the condemning of awi^ 
of her Church or Churches^ or the Ufe of them, in* 
which the Contrary was obferved^ p. 48. 

Thirdly^ Certain Bifhops and others were affem- 
bled at Windfar, to compile a new Form of cele- 
brating the Communion according ta the Order 
("faith Mr. Fox. p, 1 1 84 of the Scriptures of God,. 
^. and the fir ft Ufage of the Primitive Church. " Here 
** it was order'd, lays Dr. Heylin, p. 58. (who. 
** call it 2i godly Form) that the whole Office of the 
*' Mafs ihouJd proceed, as formerly, in the Latirt 
^' Tongue, even to the very End '^^ i\\^CjMvot\^^t\^ 
f^ the receiving of the SAcramcat b^ ^"^^^J^;^^^^ 
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** himfclf : Which being pafTed over, they began 
** with an Exhortation in the EngUJh Tongue, 
** direded to all thofe which intended to be Par- 
** takers of the Holy Communion, [TVe hi come 
** togethevy &c. as in the prefent Liturgy.] This 
was the firft of the three different Forms or Li- 
turgies publilh'd in this King's Reign. 'Tis hard 
to iay, whether the Majority of the Bifliops (who 
were almoft all in the Beginning of this Reign in- 
clined to the old Religion) gave their Aflent to this 
new Form ; Efpecially, fince Mr. Fox in his A^s 
ani Mm, p. 1 183, I184, brings for a Proof of the 
Favour, which the Lord ProteSor Somerfet bore to 
God's Word (1. /. to the Reformed Religion) hi: 
conftant Jianding to God's Truths and zealous De-" 
fence thereof againji the Btjhops in this fame Conful^ 
tation had at Windfor in the firfi Year of the Kia^s 
Reign, ' ' 

Fourthly^ Lay-Cbmmiifionei;s were deputed into 
all Parts of the Kingdom, accompanied with Preach* 
ers, that were to perfuade the People from their an- 
cient Way of Worfliip. The Lord Chancellor 
tVriothJky refiifed to fet the great Seal to thofe Com- 
,mii&ons, and was thereupon deprived of his Office. 
*• The Preachers above-mentioned were more par- 
** ticularly in(lru£ted lo perfuade the People from 
** praying to the Saints , from making Prayers for the 
** Dead ; from the Ufe of Beads, AJhes and Fro- 
** cejfumsy from Mafs^ Diriges^ Praying in unknown 
** Languages^ and from fome other fuch-like Things, 
*' whereunto long Cuftom had brought a religious 
*' Obfervation. All which was done to this Intent, 
** that the People in all Places, being prepared by 
** little and, little, might with more Eafe and lefs 
** Oppofition, admit the total Alteration in the

*< well be thought that Covetoufnefs fpurred on this 
'< Bufinefs more than Zeal, there being none of 
*< the Images fo poor and mean, the Spoil whereof 
«• would not afford fome Gold and Silver (if not 
** Jewels alfo) beddes Cenfers, Candlefticks, and 
** many other rich Utenfils appertaining to thenu 
^* In which refpefl, the Commiffioners hereto au- 
*' thorifed were entertained in manv Places with'

Sixtbfy^ *\ An A& pa&^d in Parliament, entitfedr 
^' An A&hr EUHtm 9/ Bijbops^ and what Seab 
*' and Stiles Jhould be u/ed by Spiritual Petfins, &c. 
^ In the compounding of which A&, there was 
*' more Dang^ couch'd fays Dr. Hey liny p. 51V 
^< than at iirft appeared. By the hift Branch 
^ thereof it was plain and evident, that the Intfint 
<< of the Contrivers was by degrees to weaken 
*' the Authority of the Epifcopal Order, by forcing. 
^< them from their ftrong Hold of Divine Infti« 
^< tution, and making them no other, than the 
** King's Minifters only, his Ecclefiaftical She- 
*^ riffs to execute his Will, and diTperlle his Man- 
<< datess* And of this A& fuch Ufe was made, that 
*' the BKhops of thofe Times were not in aM^a- 
** padty of conferring Orders, but as they were 
*' thereunto empower'd by fpecial Licence.— In 
<' the firft Branch there was alfo fomewhat more 
«* than appear'd at the firft Sight. For the true

S^entifyj The Colleges, FrccCVaigtX^, CVvaxvvfc- 
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dries^ and Brotherhoods were difTolved and taken 
down^ and the Spoils divided amongft the great 
ones of the Court. '' But bad Examples, fays 
•*• Dr. H^lirij p. 6i. fddom end where they firfl: 
•' began: For the Nobility and inferior Gentry 
^^ pcSfe&'d of Patronages, confidering how much 
^^ the Lords and great Men of the Court had ini- 
*' proved their Fortunes by the Suppreffion of thoie 
*^ Chanteries and other Foundations, conceived 
^ themielves in a Capacity of doing the like, by 
*• taking into their Hands the yearly Profits of 
•** thofc Benefices, of which by Law they were 
*< only entrufted with the Prefentations. He adds, 
^* that in Bifliop Latimer^ printed Sermons we 
" find, That tht Gentry of that Time iavadei tb4 
^* Pr^s of ib$ Churchy Itaving tht Title onfy t9 ibg 
*• Ittcumbfnt fp. 38 J That many Bemfkn wen Ui 
-** Qut in free Farms (p. 71. J or given unto Servants 
** for keeping of Hounds^ Hawks j cniHorfes^ and, 
^^ for making of Gardens (p. 91. 1 14J j/nd finally^ 
*• that the poor Clergy being kept tofomifmrry Pittan* 
^< r/f, were forced to put themfelves into Gentlemen* s 
*^ Houfes^ and there toferve as Clerks of the Kitchen^ 
<^ Surveyors^ Receivers^ (sTc, p. 241. All which 
^^ Enormities were generally connived at by the 
*^ Lords and others, who only had the Power to 
<* reform the fame : Becaufe they could not quef* 
^* tion thofe who had fo miferably invaded the 
*< Church's Patrimony, without condemning of 
** themfelves. 

Eighthly^ In the fecond Year of the King's Reign^ 
the Conunon-Prayer Book firft came out^ autho« 
rifed by A£k of Parliament, in which it was de« 
dared to have been' done by the Aid of the Hofy 
Ghoft^ Heylin, p. 65. For the compiling of thia 
Common-Prayer, (even Bilhops arvd ^tN^tv ^i^M(x 
Divines vr^x^ empbyed by iVft Comxv. '^vax- "^^^ 
Ii^n^\xfc& u$^ /. 65, that I>«% ^3^0^10^ ""VJS 
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chefter^ who was one of the Seven, would by ho 
means fubfcribe to it. And Dr. Burnet in his 
Abridgment, jL 2. p, 72. informs us, that amongft 
the Bilhops who protefied againft the A& of Parlia* 
ment which authorifed this Common < Prayer, were 
four of the Seven that were deputed to compile it, 
'viz* the Bifliops of Norwich^ Hereford^ Chiheftcer^ 
and Weftminjler, This Aft was followed by an- 
other, allowing Bifliops and Piiefts to marry \ fo 
that if they were abridged in their Revenues, they 
were allowed at lead to increafe their Families. 

Ninthly^ The new Common- Prayer Book, which 
was dcfign'd to cement all People, in one Way of 
Worfliip, gave Offence both to Catholicks and 
Proteftants. The Catholicks difliked it, becaiife 
by it the ancient Liturgy of the Mafs was ejeSed 
f tho, as Df. Heylin tells us, it differed little in the 
main from the Mafs,^. 74.) and many of the pre- 
cifer fort of Proteftants were highly ofiended at it 
becaufe in many Things it fcem'd too Popifli^ The 
Things thefe were chiefly offended with were, i. 
A folemn Commemoration of the Saints and other 
Faithful departed, in the Prayer for the State of 
the Church Catholick in the Communion Office. 2. 
Prayer for the Dead. 3. Exorcifms and anointing 
of Infents in Baptifm. 4. Benedidlion of the Wa- 
fer in the Font. 5. The Mingling of Water with 
the Wine in the Chalice. 6. The Refervation df 
the Sacrament for the Sick, if there were any that 
Day to communicate, 7. The Communion Bread 
'made in the fame Figure as formerly. 8. The 
frequent Ufe of the Sign of the Crofs, 9, Extreme 
Unfiion. 10. Altars ftill retained, with their Or- 
naments. Item^ the fame holy Veftments, jflbs^ 
Copes^ &c. Infine, all thofe Expreffions of the 
Mafs were ftill kept, which implied a real Pre- 
fence of Chrijl's Body and B\ood \iv t!tvt^\^^fe^ ^^.'. 
crsimmt. For thefc Thinga, coatuVc« >i^ \^c^^ 
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<he Liturgy Hfielf ; and for the great Oppofition 
it met with from fome Proteftants, both at home 
and abroad, fee Dr. HeyUn*s Preface, who com- 
plains more particularly of the Zuinglian GoJ^elUrs^ 
as he calls them, the chief of which was H9oper ^ 
who being by the Intereft of Dudley then Earl of 
Warwicky afterwards Dukt of Northumberland^ 
promoted to the Bifhoprick diGlmceJler^ could not, 
without great Difficulty, be brought to take the 
ufual Oaths, or conform to the Epifcopal Habit. 
■However, Cranrmr and Ridley being refolute on 
the other Side, he confcnted at laft : " But from 
*' thenceforth, fays Heylin^ p, 91. carried a ftrong 
^< Grudge againft Bilhop Ridley^ the principal 
*< Man who had held him up fo clofely to fuch 
*< hard Conditions : Not fully reconciled unto him, 
•• till they were both ready for the Stake, and then 
** it was high time to lay afide thofe Animoflties, 
•« which they had conceived one againft another," 
Of the fame Kidney were Bucer and Peter Martyr^ 
(Heylin^ p. 64, and 79.) as well as Rogers^ Phil'- 
^0/, and others (p. 93.) Thdt Zuinglian Gofpellers 
were the Progenitors of the Puritans, who have 
fmce been fubdivided into Presbyterians and Inde^ 
pendants. 

Tenthfyy Upon thefe Objections made againft the 
firft Common-Prayer Book, it was call'd in, and 
a new one publifli'd by Authority of King and 
Parliament, in which all thofe Rubs were remov'd 
out of the Way. Tho' at the fame time as thefe 
Alterations were made, it affirmed in the Te- 
nor of that very Aft of Parliament, by which the 
new Book was ratified, that there was nothing con- 
tained in the former Book but what was agreeable 
t9 the Word of God and the Primitive Churchy /fcy- 
lirty p, 107. Who were the Cottv^Wfct^ ^'i ^\% xv^'^ 
Com/iJon-PrayerBook, Dr. Hcyltn co\3\^ x«N^t %^^^ 
out, p. ioB. Ittthu ncvr Bw>ket\}«6A C^x^ ^ 
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taken to alter all fuch £xpreffion6 of the toitoffi 
Book as implied tb« real Prefence ia the Blefled 
Sacrament \ for the excluding of which a Rubia^ 
was devifed, in which they declared ag^inft ar^^ml 
and effintial Pnfince of Chri&'j natural FUfi and 
BlodJy whicby fays the Rubrick, are iu Hiavm^ 
and not htre. This Bubrick was again expunged 
by Queen Elizabeth^ but reilored with fome Alte* 
rations after the Refioration of King Cbarlts^ and 
fo it ftands to this Day. Yet after all thefe Cor- 
rections and Modifications^ the Conunon-Prayer 
Book appeared flill too Popifli to no fimll Pact of 
our Reformers, who raifed a heavy Stir about it al 
Francroft ; and afterwards here aU home impugned 
It Tooth and Nail» and would have certainly^ ba- 
ni(hed it the Kingdom, had not Queen EhsMith 
flood its Friend 4. tho (he did not think prc^t to 
let it pafs without a new Reviiloa and Reforma- 
tion in the Beginning of her Reign, as may be feen 
in Dr. Hgylin, p, 283, Thus was the Publkfc 
Liturgy changed four times by our Reformers, "^in 
little more than thrice four Years. 

Eieventbfyi About the (ame time with the new 
Liturgy, came out Hppkins^s Pfalms, of which fee 
Dr. Heylin^ p, 131. who complains of the Barba- 
rity and BotMr^y which every where occumth in 
them 

Twel/thfy^ About the fame time alfo, all the Altars 
were taken down, and Commiifioners fent to all 
Parts of the Realm, to feise upon all the Goods 
remaining in any Cathedral, or Pariih Churches, 
all Jewels, Gold and Silver, Croffcs, Candlcfticks, 
Cenfers, Chalices, and fuch like ; with their ready 
Money: As alfo, all Copes, and Veftments of 
Cloth of Gold, Tiflue and Silver, togetlier with 
all other Copes, Veftments, and Ornaments to the 
/amc belonging leaving only ou^ CVvaXvc^^ vrith 
cert^a Tabic- Cloths for tha\Jfe of vb^Ci^KEitDiaTCvMv \ 
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Board ; Heylin^ p, 134. who adds, " That tho' by 
** the Execution of this CommiiEon feme Profit was 
<* rais'd to the King's Exchequer, yet the far greateft 
?* part of the Prey came to other Hands : Info- 
^< much, that many private Men's Parlours were 
«' hung with Altar-Cloths, their Tables and Beds 
♦< covered with Copes, inftead of Carpets and Cover- 
*< lids; and many made carouTing Cups of the fa- 
<< cred Chalices, as once Beljha%%ar celebrated his 
** drunken Feaft in the ian<aified Veflels of the 
•* Temple. It was a forry Houfe, and not worth 
<< the naming, which had not fomewhat of this 
*• Furniture in it. Yet, how contemptible were 
•* thefe Trappings in Comparifon of thofe vaft 
** Sums of Money which were made of Jewels, 
** Plate and Cloth of Tiffue, either conveyed be- 
^< yond the Seas, or fold at home, and good Lands 
«« purchafed with the Money ; nothing the more 
<« bleflcd to the Pofterity of them that bought them, 
«' for being purchafed with the confecrated Trea- 
** fures of fo many Temples." Thus the Doftor, 

In fine, about the fame time with the new Li« 
turgy, came out the Articles of Religion, (drawn 
up by Cranmer and fome others) in Number Forty* 
two ; reduced afterwards, by Queen Elizabeth^ to 
the Number of Thirty-nine \ not without many 
confiderable Alterations, as may be feen, by com- 
paring together the Articles of King Edward with 
thofe of Queen Elizabethj as they iland in Dr. 
Htylin's Appendix to his Hiftory of the Reforma- 
tion. The Articles of King Edward were pub- 
liflied in the Sixth Year of his Reign, Jnm 1552, 
Thofe of Queen Elizabeth, Anno 1562. and were 
lick'd over again with fome Alterations, Anm 1571* 

Qj^ fVas no Oppofition made^ during ibis Reign 
of King Edward the Sixth, to the Ejlab&lbmeta oj \>n^ 
iProteftant Religion ? 
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Preachers, and People; but the Prote£lor and the 
Council, took fuch Meafures, as to render this Op- 
podtion ineiFe£tual. As for the Prelates, feme were 
depofed ; of which Number were Bonner^ Bi£hop 
of London \ Tonflaiy Bi(hop of Durham ; Gardiner^ 
of Winchefier ; Day^ of ChUbefler j Heathy of 
Worcijlir j and Veifey^ of ExtUr : Others were 
intimidated, into an outward Compliance, at leaft, 
with the Meafures of the Court. See HeyVtn^ p. 
100. V?r'^^^P^^*chers were reftraincd, firftbya 
Proclamation bearhig Date the 24th of Jlprilj in the 
fecond Year of the King's Reign, by which none 
were permitted to preach, but fuch as were licenfed 
under the Seals of the Lord Proteftor, or Archbi- 
fliop CranmeKy Heylin^ p. 60. About which time 
alfo, the Bifliops were forbid to preach any where 
but in their own Cathedrals. Not long after, by 
Proclamation bearing Date the 23d of September of 
the fame Year, all manner of Preaching was en- 
tirely fufpended throughout the whole Kingdom ; 
Hey liny p. 64. And as to the People, who took 
up Arms in many Parts of the Kingdom, the Pro- 
te£ior had taken Care before-hand, to put himfelf 
in Condition to overcome their Oppofition, by rai- 
fing an Army under pretence of carrying on a War 
with Scoilandy in which Army he entertained many 
Foreigners, '* Becaufe they were conceived, fays 
" Dr. Heylhiy />. 40. more likely to enforce Obc- 
*< dience, than the natural Englifh. 

^ What zuere the Ificlinations of the two TJnruerfi' 
ttesy in Matters of- Religio?iy in thefe Times P 

A, The Learned Men of both the Univerfities, 
were, for the moft part, averfe from the Reforma- 
tion : And therefore it was thought neccflary, 
foi the better feafoning of them in the Proteftant 
Rcligiony to invite over Buccr^ Fagtus^ Peter Afar- 
Arntid Ochiniis^ from beyond tV\c^e;v%\ o^ >NVt:iT«v^ 
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Camhridge. See Dr. Heylin^ p. 65, and Dr. Bur- 
mtj I, 2. p. 45. Martyr had a publick Difputa- 
tion with the Oxford Divines, concerning the real 
Prefence and Tranfubftantiation ; in which the 
King's Commiilioners (who were of Afor/yr's Opi- 
nion) declared, that he had the better of it ; but the 
publick Voice of the Univerfity (as we learn from 
Martyr*s own Preface to his Book written on that 
Occafion) gave it againft him. His Adyerlaries 
were Chadfiy^ Trejham and Morgan. Bucer and 
FagiuSj both died* at Cambridge, " Bucer ^ fays 
^' Dr. Burnety Jtbridgement^ B, 2. p. 136. was in - 
** ferior to none of all the Reformers in Learning* 
** But he had not the Nimblenefs. of difputing, 
** for which Peter Martyr was more admired ; 
** and the Popifli Dodlors took Advantage from that 
*' to carry themfelves more infolently towards him. 

Q. ffp?at kind of Treatment did Proteftant Dif' 
fenters meet with dufing this Reign ? 

A. The Zuinglian Gofpellers were much encou- 
raged, efpecially by Dudley : And John a Lafcoy 
one of that Kidne}', obtained the Privilege of z 
Church for his Germans and Polesy^ diftin£l in 
Government and Forms of Worfhip from the 
Church of England 'y of which Dr. Heylin loudly 
complains, as well in his Preface, as in the Body 
of his Book. p. 89. The Anahaptijls fared not fo 
well J Campneysy and many others of them, being 
forced to recant, and condenuied to bear their Fag- 
gots at St. PauPs'Crofs ; Heylin^ p. 73. But Joan 
of Kent, who denied that Chrift took Flefh of the 
Virgin Maryy and George Parisy or Fan Parre, an 
Ariany were burnt alive in Smithfeld^ at the In- 
Hance of Archbifliop Cranmcr and Bi(hop Ridkyi 
•* Thefe things," fays Bifhop Burnet^ iiv Vsv^ /lW\i^- 
menty Book 2. p. 86, 87, ^* C2l^ -^ ^xtt^\.>S\.^^\'^

" Men. " So far the Biihop. 

(^ JVhat was the End of the Duke of Somerfct, 
Lord PreteSfor^ who was the chief Inurnment in the 
Eftablijhment of the Proteftant Religion in thefi Times f 
A. He was fupplanted by his Rival the Duke of 
Northumberland^ and deprived firft of his ProtcSor- 
ibip, and then of his Life ; lofing his Head upon a 
Sc^old, the 22d of January 1551. Dr. Heylin^ 
f, 116. takes notice that he might have craved the 
Benefit of the Clergy, in theCifrfor which he was 
condemned^ but negleded to do it : And ^' that 
^< fome conceived it to have been a fecret JUidglbent 
«' on him from above, that he,* who had aeftroyed 
** fo many Churches, invaded the Eftates of fo ma- 
*^ ny Cathedrals, deprhed fo many learned Men 
<^ of their Means and Livelihood, ihould want (or 
** rather not defire) the Benefit -of the Clergy mw 
<* greateft Extremity. 

Four of his Friends, viz. Sir Michael Stanb^^ 
Sir 7homas Arundel^ Sir Ralph Fancy and Sir Miles 
Partridge^ fuffered not long after ; *' None of them 
«* lefs lamented by the common People, fays Hey* 
** liny p, 117. than Sir Miles Partridge j againft 
•* whom they had an old Grudge, for depriving 
** them of the beft Ring of Bells which they had 
** at that Time, called Jefus Bells ; which win- 
<* ning of King Henry at a Caft of Dice, he catied 1 
^' to be taken down, and fold or melted for his own 
** Advantage. 

" Q: How went Matters of ReUgion on^ after thi 

Deaf A 0/ the Duke of Somerfct > 
J. £fud/ey. Duke of Nortfettmberland^ h^Vvo ^3t«eL 
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ruled the Roaft, carried on the Reformation which 
the Duke of Somerfet had begun ; tho% as he him^- 
felf owned, when he came to die, he did not do it 
out of a Principle of Religion, but to compafs his 
ambitious Deflgn, which aimed at nothing lefs, than 
fettling the Crown in his own Family, to the Pre- 
. judicc of the King's two Sifters, Mary zrAEUzabetK 
In order to this, he is grievoufly fufpefted by Dr. 
Heylin and others^ to have haftened the King's 
Death, who was obferved, as the Do6lor takes no- 
tice, p, 136, to have decayed in his Health, from 
the Time that Sir Robert Dudley, [afterwards Earl 
of Leicefter^ and Queen Elizabeths great Favou- 
rite] the third Son of Northumberland^ was admit- 
ted into a Place of ordinary Attendance about his 
Perfon. And, when the King was drawing near his 
End, he prevailed upon him, under pretence of Re- 
ligion, to fet afide both his Sifters, and transfer the 
Succeifion by Letters Patent to the Lady Jane 
Gr0fy Daughter to the Duke of Suffolk^ viho wi» 
married to the Lord Guilford Dudley , one of Nw^ 
tiumberlanfs Sons. 

Q^ What followed after this ? 

A, The King, who was to live no longer, fays 
Dr. Heylin, p, 133, than might well fiand with the 
"Dejigns of the Duke of Northumberland, died foon 
after this Settlement was made, v/'z. upon the 6th 
of July 1553. ** which being the fame Day of 
** the Month, on which King Henry had taken ofF 
•* the Head of Sir Thomas More, for his Adhefion 
** to the Pope, gave an Occafion to thofc of the 
** Rom'tjh Party to look upon it as a Piece of Divine 
** Retribution, in taking away the Life of his on- 
•* ly Son on the fame Day alfo ; " Heylin, p, 154, 
Who adds, in his Preface, " That he cannot rec- 
** kon the Death of this Km^ fot "*sw \^^^\sL>xvi 
« to the Church of England: Yox\i€vcvV<^-^^^^ 
'' ciplcd in himfdf, and eaC\\^ mdCvwA v^ ^^^^; 
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fuch Counfels as were offered to him, it Js'-not 
to be thought, but that the reft of the Bifhop* 
riclcs (before fufEciently impoveri(hed) mufthave 
followed Durham^ and the poor Church be left 
as deftitute of Lands and Ornaments, as when 
{he came into the World in her natural Nakednefi. 
Nor was it like to happen otherwife in the fol- 
lowing Reign [of Jane Gray] if it had lafted 
longer than a Nine-Days TVender.** So ^ the

C H A P. V. 

Of ihe Reign of ^een Mary, and thi State of Re* 

ligion in her Days. 

Q. IT^tl fucceided in the Kingdom ajier King 
^^ Edward'j Death, 
J, The Lady Jane Gray was two Days after 
the King's Death proclaimed Qiicen, by the Power 
of the Duke of Northumberland^htx^^thtT'inAxwi 
all the Lords of the Court concurring with him, 
becaufe indeed they had not the Courage to oppofe 
him. But the Lady Mary^ eldeft Sifter to the de- 
ceafed King, did not mean to part with her Right 
fo tamely. Many Perfons of Quality immediately 
reforted to her, at Kenning-Hall-Ca/Ue in Norfolk \ 
the chief of thefe were the Earl of Baih^ Sir Tho^ 
mas Wharton^ Son to the Lord IfHoarton ; Sir John 
Mordant^ Son to the Lord Mordant ; Sir Wtlliam 
Drury^ Sir John Shelton^ Sir Henry Bedingfield^ 
Mr. Henry Jarnaghan^ &c. But what more a- 
larmed the Council, was, that the Earl of Sujfex 
was marching with his Troops to join her : Upon 
this, Northumberland is fent down with an Army 
againd her; and fix Ships ate fcrvtto Vonw vx^v^w 
tJjeCoad of Norfolk to mtcicft^t Y«t^ \iv c^^'t^^ 
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fhould ofler to retire from thence beyond the Seas. 
But thefe being driven by foul Weather into the Ha- 
ven of Tarmouthj are prevailed on by Mr. Jarna- 
ghan to efpoufe her Quarrel ; after which, (he is 
proclaimed in many Parts of the Kingdom ; Nor^ 
thumber land isdhzvAonti by his Army, and by the 
Lords of the Council, who unanimoufly agree to 
proclaim Mary Queen in London ; and fo, after nine 
Days Reign, Queen yane is forced to lay down her 
Title, and Queen mary is received ty the whole 
iCingdora. See Dr. Heylin^ p, i6o, ^c. 

Q1 Of what Religion was^een Mary ? 

A, She was from her Infancy a zealous Catho- 
lick : Notwithftanding that in her Brother's Reign, 
much Care was taken, fays Dr. Heylin, p. 184. 
and many Endeavours ufed to win her to a good Con- 
ceit of the Reformation ; but all in vain. She de- 
clared in her Letter to the King, recorded by FoXy 
ASis, p. 709. that rather than offend God and her 
Confciencij by aSfing againji her Religion, Death 
Jhould be more welcome to her than Life : And when 
the Council fignified to her thar the King was re-^ 
folved no longer to permit her the life of Mafs, un- 
lefs (he would put him in Hopes of fome Conformi- 
ty in Time. She anfwered, that her Soul was 
God's: An'd touching h^ Faith, as Jhe could not 
change, fojhe would not difjemble it \ Heylin, p. 103. 

C^ In what State did Jhe find the Catholick Reli- 
gion at her Acceffion to tbe Crown h 

A. She found the Exercife of it entirely abolifhed 
throughout the Kingdom ; but not the Belief, which 
had kept Pofleffion of the Hearts of very many, as 
well of the Clergy, as of the Laity. For a Proof 
of which we find, that in her firft Parliament all 
that had been done in King Edward's Days to« 
wards a Change of Religion^ -w^&'vwvTOR.^Nax^-^ ^^- 
peard, and the Mafs reftor*d\ TYv^ KSt^ "^^ ^^^^ 
this was &ttlcd^ was carrveLVWv\Jwa\iX ^sx^X^^--^^^^^^

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the Houfe of Commons [Burnefs Abridgment^ Book 
3. p. 229.] And I don't find that it met with any 
Oppofition in the Houfe of Lords. And as for tht 
Clergy, in the very firft Convocation or Synod held 
immediately after the Queen's Coronation, the whole 
Hcufe, excepting fix Perfons, declared for the old 
Religion ; Fox^ p, 1282. At which time this Hi- 
llorian telJs us, that Mr. Philpotj who was one of 
the fix, was as it were ajionijhed at the Multi- 
tude -of fo many learned Men, . as there were on pur* 
pofe gathered together to maint(fin old Tradijhns, • 

Q^ How Jiood the Bijhops offered as 'to R^i£ion 
mt this Time ? 

A, There remained ten Bifliops that had been 
permitted to keep their Sees in King Edward^s Days, 
who, upon the Queen's Acceffion to the Crown, de- 
clared for the old Way, viz. Ely^ Norwich^ Litch^ 
field y Salijbury, Oxford, Peterborough, CarMe^ Ban- 
gor, St, yffaph and Landaff, To thefe (he joined 
fix others that had been deprived in the former Reign, 
viz. London, Durham^ Winchejier, Chichefter, JVot' 
cefter and Exeter, Thus was gain'd a Plurality of 
Bifliops J the greater, becaufe, of the Proteftant Pre- 
lates, feme were in Prifon for efpoufing the Caufe 
of the late Ufurper, as Cranmer and Ridley ; and 
others upon other Accounts, as Holgate Axchhxttxo^ 
of Torik, for keeping another Man's Wife [/fcr- 
mer^s Specimen, p. 125.] and Farrar Bifhop of St. 
Z>tfz;/Ws indicted of sLpramunire, and caft into Pri- 
fon in King Edwards Days ; Dr. Heylin, p, 120. 
who calls this Prelate, />. 2 1 9. A Man of an implau* 
fthle Nature, which rendered him the lefs agreeable t$ 
either Side. Where he adds, ^' That being found 
** in Prifon at the Death of King Edward, he might 
** have fared as well as any of his Rank and Order, 
'^ who had no Hand in the inter^ofm^ for Queen 
'^ y^/r/r/v if he had govern' d V\\n\fc\^ vi\x\v\)tv2xm« 
' cmion, and given fuch fair aj^A taod^\^Xfc Ksw 
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^* fwers, as any Man in his Condition might have 
•^ honcftly done. But being called before Bifliop 
** Gardinery he behaved himfelf fo proudly, ancf 
** gave fuch Offence, that he was fent back again 
*' to Prifon/* Scory and Barlow^ two other Pro- 
teflant Bifbops, refigned their Sees, and renounced 
the Reformation, againfl which the latter alfo pub« 
li(hed a Book. See Burnetts Abridgment^ Boot 3. 
p. 250, and Harmer*s Specimen (who correfts fome 
Miftakes of Bifliop Burnet) p. 134, 135. So that 
no Bifliops appearing to maintain the Proteftant 
Caufe, the Catholick Religion was reftored without 
any confiderable Oppofition. And all theEpifcopal 
Sees were filled once more with Catholick Prelates ; 
the Proteftant Bifliops being deprived for Herefy and' 
Marriage, which the greateft part of them had con* 
tra£ted, after they had. taken the fblemn V«ws of 
Religion. 

C^ ff^t was the End of Dudley Duke ^ Norths 
umberland, the chief Author of thrUfurpationof the' 
Lady Jane Gray ? 

A He was. brought to his Trial, and condemned' 
for high Treafon, and beheaded. Upon the Scaf- 
fold ^* He admoniflied the Spedatars, fays Dr. Hey-* 
Jin^ pn 189. ^^toftand to the Religion ojF their An* 
•* ceftors, rejeAing that of later Date, which had 
*< occafioned all the Mifery of the foregoing thirty 
•* Years. And that, for the Prevention for the fti- 
** ture, if they defired to prefcnt their Souls un* 
^< fpotted in the Sight of God, and were truly aP« 
** fefterl to their Country, they fliould expel thofe 
** Trumpets of Sedition, the Preachers of the Re* 
•• formed Religion. That for himfelf, whatever 
<^ had otherwife been pretended, he profefs-d no 
** other Religion than that of his Father 5 for Tefti- 
•* mony whereof he appealed to hU^c»^^v«xA.««>^ 
" gbo% FzthcTy the Lord B\ftvo^ o'v Wwct^tr . 
[Dr. Hiath^ who was dcpuud \ft V^^^^^^^^ 
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Death.] *' And finally, that being blinded with 
*^ Ambition, he had been contented to nuke a 
** Wreck of his Confcience by temporizing, for 
^< which he profefs'd himfelf fincerely repentant, 
<^ and fo acknowledg'd the Juftice of his Death." 
So far Dr. Heylin. With Dudley^ fays Mr. B. 
Higgonsj in his Short View of the Engliih Hiftory-^ /# 
218, 219, *' were beheaded two more \^iT John 
*^ Gates^ and Sir Thomas Palmer] which was all the 
<^ Blood-ihed at this Time and upon this Occaiion, 
«• which is a convincing Proof of the merciful Dif- 
** pofition in this Queen, who was by much the 
«« leaft inclined to Cruelty, of all the Tudor Race. 
** Edward VI. was fo very young when he died, 
«< we cannot be certain what he might have proved 
<' at laft ; but we (hall feldom find an Example of 
*^ fo much Goodnefs, as to let a Rival in Empire 
*^ live, who had been proclaimed Queen, and aded 
<^ as fuch, by which (he had forfeited her Lifie ; 
•* neverthelefs Majy did not put the Lady Jane to 
*^ Death in fome time, till the Folly and Ingratitude 
*c of her Father the D. of Suffolk^ by rifing in Arms 
<c again, made the Life of his Daughter and ^ 
% Ss\fety of the Queen incompatible ; upon which, 
« the poor Lady Jane^ with her Hufband Guilford 
** Dudley^ was beheaded ; tho' the Queen had a great 
** Inclination to fave her, if Reafons of State had 
*< not rendered Mercy impracticable ; the Neceffity 
«< of this Juftice being heightened by the Infurrec- 
« tion of fVyaty who at the fame time was in Arms 
<« againft the Queeen ; fo that we muft not abfoulte- 
« ly charge upon her the Death of fo many poor 
*« People, who fufFcred on account of Religion 5 
•« this was rather the Fault of the Conftitution at 
*« this Time, than the Queen's Nature." So far 
« Mr. Higgons, 

Q, ff^iat have you more to odd concerning tlie Ext- 
^u/m ^ffi many ProtcllanU in xhh ^tiy^ s Da^s? 
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A. Ttrfi^ That we arc not to take for Gofpel, 
all that Mr. Fox and others upon his Credit have 
written concerning the Sufferings of Proteftants in 
her Days ; fince, as we team from Mr. Collur*s 
Hiftorical Di^ionary^ Mr. Fox is a Writer of fmall 
Authority, who has given us, amongfl: his Martyrs, 
fuch as were afiually alive to confute his Hiftory, 
at the Time that the firft Edition of it came out. 

Secondly That the Laws, by which thofe that 
fufFer'd in her Time, were put to Death, were not 
of her inventing ; but had been the (landing Laws of 
the Realm, long before (he was born or thought on. 

Thirdly^ That great Provocations were given by 
Proteftants, which might be the Occafion of more 
Executions of this kind, than otherwife would 
have been. Witnefs their fetting up the Title of 
^ane Gray^ to the excluding of the Queen and her 
lifter ; and this upon pretext of Religion ; in which 
Treafon the chief Proteftant Prelates, Cramner and 
Ridley^ were deeply engaged ; witnefs their manifold 
Rebellions and Treafons againft her, during her 
whole Reign ; as the Rebellion of thtCarews in the 
JVyt^ of the Duke of Suffolk^ of Sir Thomas JVyaU 
(who had with him Peynet the Proteftant Bifhop of 
IVinchefter^ HeyUn^p, 205,) of Thomas Stafford^ &c. 
The 7 reafons of William Thomas ( of whofe De- 
lign to murder the Queen fee Harmer^ p. 159.) 
Of Kin^on^ Throgmortoriy Udaly Stanton^ and others; 
Heylin^ p. 228, 229. Their twice fetting up one 
Featherjione to perfonate the deceafcd King Edward^ 
in order to dww the People from their Allegiance 
to their Soveraign ; Heylin^ ibid. Their Device of 
the pretended Spirit in the fVall^ which was indeed 
a young Woman , by Name Elizabeth Crofts^ who 
was inftru£led to deliver many Things out of a Wall, 
in a Houfe near Aderfgate^ ag^ainft. x.!^ft C^^^ -^^^ 
her Religion ; Heylin, p. 2.07 . T V\t ^oc^*.'^ oS. Oo^ 
mavmdKn&x, tending to ftu u^xX^R^^^^^^^^^^ 
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bellion [and even to murder the Queen] Heyltn^ p. 
204. — ^^rhcir flinging a Dagger at Dr. Bourn preach- 
ing at St. PauH Crofs ; Hiylin^p. 192, and (hooting 
a Gun at Dr. Pendleton preaching in the fame Place, 
the Bullet of which narrowly mi^'d him : Heytim^p, 
217. Their Prayers in the Congregations for the 
Queen's Death ; Heylln^ ibid. Their wounding a 
Prieft at Mafs in St. Margaret's^ Wejiminjitr j But' 
nit\ Agridgemtnt^ Bvok 3. p. 278. And other fuch- * 
like Proceedings fo very difagrccable to the Spirit of 
the Primitive Chriftians, and irreconcileable with 
the Notion of an Apoftolical Reformation. 

Fourthly^ That in the greater Part of the King- 
dom, there were few or none of thefe Executions ; .• 
and that moft of the Catholick Bifiiops gave little or 
no Encouragement to them. For Proof of which 
we find, in Dr. Heylin^s Hiftory, Jp. 226, 227, 
That in all the Province bf Tork (tontainingf five 
Diooefe, vi%, Terk^ Durham^ Carltfie^ C heft en and 
ifc&w) there was only one that fuffer'd, vi%. George 
Alarch of Cheft^r ; in the four Diocefes of JValet 
but three ; in the Diocefes of E^ceter^ Wells^ Peter- 
iorxiugh and Lincoln (the largeft in the Kingdom) but 
^nca-piece; two in that of £'^; three a- piece in 
thofe of Brijhl and Salijbury ; and none at all in 
tfaofe of Oxon^ Glocejier^ Worcejier afid Hereford. 

Q. Did not many Protejiants leave, the Kingdom 
in ^een Mary'^ Days ? 

/f. Yes; foine Hundreds of them retired into C?^r- 
vnany \ where they met with no Encouragement at 
all from the Lutherans ; who, as we karn from 
Dr. i%>7/«, p. 250. abomiraed nothing more than 
an Englijh Proteftant, becaufe of their denying the 
Reai Prefence ; and therefore look'd upon all thofe 
that fuffercd m x\is, Reign as the DevilU Martyrs 5 
fcut at Frankfort and fome other Places where the 
Zia;^Man s^nd Calvhuan GoV^X ^xevi\V^^ \^>l 
¥F€te more iiiv'ourably received. Hei^ vV\e^ fe\^ *vvv\» 
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^reat Difputes amongft themfclves about the Com- 
monPraycr-Book ; whichDiffentions, begun abroad, 
were brought home at their Return in Queen Elizas 
beih'% Reign, and gave Rife to the Seft of the P«- 
ritans^ which made fo much Stir in her Days, Sec 
Dr. Heylin, p. 229, 230, (^c. 

Q^ ff^as not the Princefs Elizabeth ^aft into Pri^ 
fin by her Sijier ^een Mary i 

A. Yes 5 fhe was fent to the Tower ^ and after- 
wards to Woodftock ; where fhe was for a Time un- 
der Confinement, upon Sufpicion of having had a 
band in Wyat\ Rebellion ; who it feems, had ac- 
cufed her of being privy to his Defigns (tho* after- 
"Vi^ards he recalled it at his Death.) However it was, 
file was fet at Liberty by the Mediation of King 
Philips and enjoy 'd that Liberty all the reft of her 
Sifter's Days : So that 'tis but a vulgar Error, that 
ihc was Prifoner at the Time of Queen Marf% 
Death, and from the Tcnoer came out to reign. The 
contrary is evident from all our Hiftorrans. 

Q. TVhat publick Worh of Piety did J^een Ma- 
r^ perform in her fhort Reign ? 

A. She reftored the Biflioprick of Durham^ which 
was diflblved by hdi of Parliament in the foregoing 
Reign, and given to the Crown j and many other 
Pollcftions belonging to the Bifhopricks of Winchef 
Ur^ Exeter l^c. were recovered in her Time ; not 
to fiiy, that tlie Church of England ftands indebted 
to Queen Mary for aJmoft all {he pofTefles, which 
would have all been loft, had not this Queen put a 
Stop to the facrilegious Rapacity of the Court- Re- 
formers. She alfo reftored the Tenths and Firft^ 
fruits to the Clergy, which had been vefted m the 
Crown in the Time of her Father and her Brother. 
She declared to her Council her Refolution of giv- 
ing up all Church-Lands whatfo^N^x >9iVvv^ ^^\^\xv 
her Pofleifion, exprefly refuCvn^ (^ia& \«x "^ ^^^ '^'^ 
^quoted by Dr. Bey tin p. ajs-^ i\x)w&i xa Oo^vsv^^ 
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tain the faid Lands for hers, but freely and wiUingly 
funendering them to be difpofed of by the Church, 
in fuch manner as (hould be deem'd the moft for 
the Honour of God, and Good of the Kingdom : 
Adding withall, to thofe that objeded that the Dig- 
nity of the Crown could not not be honourably main- 
tain'd without the aforefaid PofTeffions, that (he fet 
fnore by the Salvation rf her Soul^ than by ten fuch 
Kingdoms. She rcftored the Abbey of We/hmnfter 
to the Benedi^ine Monks ; Sheen to the Carthufiansj ' 
and Sion to the Brigittin Nuns ; endowing the two 
latter with Lands proportionable to the Maintenance , 
of the Religious. She repaired St. John's;* nesir 
Smithfield^ for the Knights of St. John ofjerufaiem^ 
affigning a liberal Endowment to it for their more 
honourable Suftenance. She reftored the Hofpital of 
the Savcy^ diflblved in her Brother's Time ; (he 
built the publick Schools in. the Univerfity of Ox- 
ford: She alfo built a Convent for th^ Dominicans^ 
or Black' Fryers^ in Smithfeld'^ and rebuilt the Con- 
vent of the Francifcans of thefiricfer Obfervance at 
Greefiwich ; which Houfe was the firft that fell un^ 
der the Difplealure of King Henry VIII, Concern- 
ing thefe Foundations, fee Dr. Heyliriy p. 235, 

236, 237> andlS^' 

Q. JVhat was the Provocation given by the Fryers 
•Z* Greenwich to King Henry VIII. which made 
them incur his Difpleafure more than the reft af the 
Keligious ? 

A. The Hiftory of the whole Matter is thus re- 
lated by Howes upon Stow ; p, 562. •* The firft 
** that openly refifted, or reprehended the King, 
<^ touching his Marriage with Anna Bolen^ was one 
** Fryer Peto [or Peyto"] a fimple Man, yet very 
** devout, of the Order of the Ohfervants. This 
*^ Many preaching at Greenwich^ upon the 22d Chap- 
** ter of the third Book o^ Kin^s^'utT.. \!tv^\aS!L^^\\. 
^^ of the Story of Achaby feym?,^ Even iv)>)eTe tht 
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*< Dogs licked the Blood of Naboatbj even there /hall 
•« Dogs lick thy Blood alji^ O King. And thcre- 
*« withal fpakc of the fytng Prophets^ which abus*d 
** the King, iffc. I amy laith he, that Michaeas, 
** whom you will hate^ hecaufe I muft iell you trufy^ 
** that this Marriage is unlawful: And I know that 
** IJball eat the Bread of j^i^ion^ and drink the 
*' ff^ater of Sorrow; yet becaufe our Lord hath put 
^^ it into ny Mouthy I mtiftj^ak it. And when he 
^^ bad ftrongly inveigh'd againft the ¥^1^^% fecond 
^^ Marriage^ to diflwade him from it, he alfo (aid, 
** There are many other Preachers '^ yea^ too many ^ 
** which preach and perfuade you otherwife \ feeding 
•* your Folly and f rati jljfeSiionSy upon tiope of their 
^^ own worldly Promotion ; and by that means betray 
*' your Soul J your Honour andPofterity^ to obtain fat 
** Benefices^ to become rich Abbot s^ and get Epifcopal 
** JurifdiSiiony and other Ecclejiajiical Dignities : 
** thefoy I fay J are the four hundred Prophets^ who in 
*• the Spirit of Lying feek to deceive you. But take^ 
*• good heed^ left you^ being feduced^ find Achab'f 
•* Punijhmenty &c. fayin^^ ' it was one of the grea* 
** teft Miferies in Princes to be daily ahufed by Flat" 
*• terers. ' 

** The next Sunday Dr. Curwin preach'd in the 
<* fame Place, who moft fharply reprehended Peto 
^^ and his Preaching, calling him Dogy Slanderer^ 
" bafe beggarly Fryer y Rebels Traitor, Gfc, And 
having fpoken much in Commendation of the 
King's Marriage — -— fuppodng that he had ut- 
terly fupprefs'd Peto and his Partakers, lifted up 
his Voice and faid, I jpeak to thee Peto, which 
makefi thyfelf Michaeas, that thou mayjl fpeak 
Evil of Kings : But now thou art not to be founds 
being fed for Fear andShame^ as being unable to 
anjwer my Arguments, And yiVvvVVVVvt x^n«. ^'s^iif*.^ 
** thcrt wrasoiie £Moio, ^ Ye\\oYl-^x^J^'^ v^"^?^^ 

'' /fa/iding \ix the Rood-loft, v^Vv^ feix^ ^^^\rJ 
*^ win. 
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** Good Sir^ ymi know that Father Peto, as he was 
** commandedy is now gone to a Provincial Council 
** held at Canterbury ; and not fied for Fear of you \ 
** for To-morrow he will return again. In the mean 
** time J I am here^ as another Michaeas, and will 
** lay down my Life to prove all thofe Things truCy 
** which he hath taught out of the Hofy Scripture, and 
** to this Combat I challenge thee before God and all 
** equal Judges: Even unto thee, Curwin, I fay^ 
*• which art one of the four Hundred falfe Prophets^ 
•* into whom the Spirit of Lying is enter* dy andfeek- 
** eft by Adultery to ejiablijh a Succeffion ; betraying 
** the King unto endlefs Perditi^ny more for thine own 
** Vain-Gloryy and Hope of Promotion, than for Dif 
•* cljarge of thy clogged Confcience and the Kiv^s 
** Salvation, 

^* This Elftow waxed hot, and fpake very ear- 
'* neftly, fo as they could not make him ceafe his

** Peace : And gave Order, that he and Peto (hould 
^ be convened before the Council ; which was done 
'* the next Day. And when the Lords had rcbu- 
«* ked them, then the Earl of£^;rtold them, that 
*^ they had deferv'd to be put into a Sack and caft 
*' into the Thames: Whereunto Elftow fmiling 
*' fa id, 'threaten thefe Things to rich and dainty Per* 
** fonsy who are cloatVd in Purple, fare delicioufiyy 
** and have their chiefeft Hope in tins World. For 
^^ we efieem them not-, hut are joyfuly that for the 
*' Dif charge of onr Duty we are driven hence: And, 
*' with Chunks to God, we know the Way to Heaven to

Thefe Fryers were baniflb'd the Realm, but re- 

call'd again by Qiieen Mary ; when one of them 

was made Guardian of that Convent which the 

Qiicen had reftored, and the ottet CoivfeSoT tsi vVv^ 

Queen ; Burmth Abridgm. Book 3. J. a'is*'^^ ^^'^ 
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acquaints us, p. 318, that Peto was afterwards 
i»ade Cardinal, and defigiied for the Pope's Legate 
in this Kingdom. 

Q. ff^ho was it thai vjat fentfrom Rome in ^a^ 
Uty of the Pcpis Legate^ to reconcile this Kingdom i9 
that See. 

A. Cardinal PW, who, upon Cranmer\ Condem- 
nation, was alfo made Archbifhop of Canterbury. 
Dr. Burnet^ in his Abridgment^ Book 3. p, 333. 
gives him in fhort this Charader : Pool was a learn-' 
edy humble^ prudent^ and moderate Man. And Dr. 
Hcylinj p. 197, tells u^, that he was of the Blood- 
Royal ] A Man of eminent Learning and exemplary 
Life. His great Friends and Confidents were two 
Italian Divines, whom he brought over with him, 
Orinanette^ who was afterwards Grand Vicat* to St. 
Carlo Borromao^ and finally Biihop of Padua ; and 
Priuliy whom at his Death he left his Exetutor. 
** But as Pool, fays Dr. Burnet, p. 333. had not 
*' ftudied to heap up much Wealth ; ioPriuU, who 
" had refufed a Cardinal's Hat — gave it all away, 
•* and referred nothing to himfelf, but his Breviary 
*< and Diary. 

Q^ What CharaSfer have Proteftant Hijlorians 
given of ^een Mary ? 

A. She was, fays Dr. Burnet [Abridgm, Book 3. 
p. 212.] a Lady of great Virtues. She was a Prin^ 
cefs never fufficiently to be commended of all Men^ 
feys Mr. Camden\m his Elizabeihyp. ic] for pious 
and religious Demeanour ^ her Commiferation towards 
the Poor, and her Munificence and Liberality towards 
the Nobility and Churchmen. In a word, the great- 
eft Fault that is objeded to her by Proteftants, 
is, that {he was too religious. Her Mother, Queen 
Catherine, had brought her up in the Fear of God : 
Forfii was a devout and exemflar'^ IVwnan \ Jbt u^t^ 
/a work with her own Hands, and ke^t V>eT Wwnttv^ 
4^ UHfrJt with her. 7b4 Swierittes \^^^w<^^^•^^^^^^^ 
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and Devotions that were known to her Prie/is^ and 
her JImfdeedsj joined to the Troubles /be Jell in^ begat 
a high EJleetn of her in all Sorts of People. Burnet 
Abridgm. B. i. p. 152. 



CHAP VI. 

Of the Reign of ^een Elizabeth, and of the Staii 

of Religion in her Days. 

Q.TrrHO fucceeded ^en Mary in the King- 
dofn f 

jf. Her Sifter Elizabeth; who foon rcvers'd aH 
that her Sifter had done in Favour of the Roman 
CathoHckjiReligion ; in which ihe procured the 
Concurrence of her Parliament ; thp% as we are 
told by the Hiftories of thofe Times, it Was by a 
very inconfiderable Plurality in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, notwithftanding the great Induftry which 
had been ufed in Eledions, to return fuch Mem- 
bers as were thought mofl likely to comply with 
the Queens Intentions. And as for the Clergy, the 
Lords Spiritual, the whole Houfe of Convocation, 
and both Univerfities oppofed the Change. See 
Fuller^ I. 9. and Dr. Heylin^ p, 285, 286. 

Q^ What Religion did J^^eenElizdheth profefs du' 
ring her Sifter's Reign P 

-^.^'The Roman Catholick; reforting to Mais, 
and going to Confeilion, and as we learn from Dr. 
Heyliny p, *i^ 2. feeming not a little difcontented thai 
Jhe could not gain fo much upon the ^een by her out- 
ward Conformity, as to believe that Jhe was Cat/jo* 
Uckly affeSfed. She was alfo crowned according to 
the Order of the Rotnan Pontifical, by Dr. Owen 
Oglethorpe Bifhop of Carli/le^ Heylin^ p. 278. and 
confcquently took the ufuaV 03lX.\v iV^x^ ^\^fc.\^\ifc^^ 
tho' the Papi&s think Ihe never ^e?v^v.^^ ^^''^^i?;' 
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Q. ff7>at was the Motive which made this ^een 
refolve upon a Change of Religion ? 

A, *T\irds becaufe Jhe knew full welly fays Dn 
Heylinj p. 275, that her Legitimation and the Pope's 
Supremacy could notjland together ^ and that jhe could 
not pojfihly maintain the one without difcarding the 
other. However, (he was fo politick as to proceed 
gradually in this Change ; at firft prohibiting all Dif- 
putes about Matters of Religion, and all Preaching, 
except to fuch as fhould be licenfed by her Authori- 
ty ; fo that no Sermon at all was preached at St. 
PauPs Crofs, or any publick Place in London^ till 
the Eajler following. About the fame time, (he 
publifh^d another Proclamation, forbidding any Al- 
teration in Religion, or Innovation in the Rites and 
Ceremonies of it, till further Orders. Thusftc 
retain'd for a while the Mafs, and the whole Wor- 
fbip of the Roman Church, excepting the Elevation 
of the Sacrament, which flie forbid to the Prieft or 
Bifhop, that officiated at the Altar in the Chappel- 
Royal. Sec Heylin^ p. 276, 277. Soon after thefc 
Proclamations, (he procured her Supremacy in Spi- 
rituals to be aflerted by Parliament, tho' with great 
Oppofition from the Clergy. And not long after 
the Sacrifice of the Mafs was abolifh'd, and the 
Common-Prayer (which the Queen had order'd to 
be revifed and cprrefled) was reftor'd, tho' as feme 
fay, but with the Difference of fix Voices in the 
Houfe of Commons. The next Month after thefe 
Alterations, the Oath of Supremacy was tendered to 
the Bi(hops and Clergy : And foon after, the Images 
of Chrifi were removed out of the Churches, broken 
down, and burnt. See Sir Richard Bakery p. 474. 
Yet it feems the Queen had a fneaking Kindinefs for 
the Crucifix, which flie retain'd many Years upon 
the Altar of her Chappel, till, at tte tty&v^XNJo^ ^ 
Sir Hjomas Knollesy it was broke uv^vecR^^i^ ^ac^ft;^®*

(i. How did the Bijhyps and Clergy behave them* 
fehcs in this Change of Religion ? 

A, You (hall hear from Dr. Heylinj p, 286. 

It was upon the 8thof il/tfy [1559] that the Par- 
'^ liament ended, and on the 24th of June^ that 
•* the publick Liturgy [of the Conunon-Prayer] was 
^' to be officiated in all the Churches of the King- 
•* dom. In the Performance of which Service, the 
^* Biihops giving no Encouragement, and many of 
'* the Clergy being backward in it, it was thought fit 
'* to put tliem to the final' Teft, and either to bring 
•* them to Conformity, or to beftow their Places 
•* and Preferments on more traflable Pcrfons. The 
** Bifhops at that Time had been] reduced into a 
** narrower Number than at any Time bcfoi 
•* And they being called in the Beginning of Ju^ 
*' were required to take the Oath of Supremacy 
*^ Kitching of Landaff only takes it, who having 
*^ formerly fubmitted unto every Change^ refolvcd 
** to {hew himfelf no Changling — By all the reft it 
•* was refufed — — who were thereupon deprived of 
" their feveral Bilhopricks, p, 287. The Bifliops 
^* being thus put to it, the Oath is tendered next to 
*^ the Deans and Dignitaries, and by D^rees alfo 

to the rural Clergy ; refufed by fome, and took 

by others, as it feem'd moft agreeable to their 
<^ Confciences or particular Ends. For the Refiifiil 
** whereof, or other wife not conforming to the 

publick Liturgy, I find no more to have been de* 

prived of their Preferments than fourteen BiJbopSf 
•f fix Abbots^ Priors and Governors of Religious Or* 
** ders, twelve Deans ^ and as many Archdeaceim^ 
'* fifteen Prefidents or Mafters of Colleges^ fifty 
" Prebendaries of Cathedral Churches, and about i 

*' eighty Parfons or FtcarS" Bv Ocv^ Y^^iV^^vN^LxKaw^rf I 

^^ thefcj but principally by the Dt^t^ <il i^ tomb^ 
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*f in the laft Year's Sicknefs, there was not a fuf- 
•*. ficient Number of learned Men to fupply the 
•* Cures, which filled the Church with an ignorant 
«* and illiterate Clergy, whofe Learning went no 
«* further than the Liturgy, or Book of Homilies.'* 
«* So far the Do£lor, who in another place, viz. p. 
347, gives us to underftand, tho' in quoting tJhe 
Words of Mr. Raftal^ of what kind of People this 
Clergy was made up, vi%. of Coblers, Weavers, 
Tinkers, Tanners, Cardmakers, Tapfters, Fidlcrs, 
Taylors, Bag-pipers, Alebafters, fefr. 

Q. IVho were the ^eeris chief Minifters of Stati 
that helped her in the eftahlijhing of the reformed Gof 
pel? 

A The chief of them was Sir Wtttiam Cecily 
whom {he created Lord Burleigh y and Lord High 
Treafurer of England. He had been made Secretary 
of State in K. Edward VI. Days, aud was a great 
Inftrument of Dudlefs Ambition, whofe Turn he 
ferved againft his old Mafter the Duke of Somerfet^ 
and therefore was pitched upon, as the fitted and 
readieft Man for drawing up the Deed, by which 
thfc two Sifters, Mary and Elizabeth^ were both to be 
ex Vk ded from the Succeffion, Heylin^ p. 15, How** 
everVhe foon after forfook his Friend Dudley^ as he 
had wie Somerfet before (fee Heylin^ p. 1 1 9, and 
X56)^pd counterfeited the Catholick fo well .in 
fary*s Days, as to be in great Favour with 
Poolj and feem'd as zealous as any one in 
ig chat Religion ; upon which Account, 
we learn from Dr. Heylin^ in his Hi/lory 
ftery^ p, 244) upbraided him afterwards with 
confented to the fuppreffing of the true Gof* 
Chrift, to the ereding of Idolatry, and to 
iding of the Blood of God's Children, durlcis^ 
Mary*s Reign. But th» Qu«xv n?^ t^^ V3«i>rx 
r, but he turnM Sides onct moie^ ^xA -w^bs. ;^ 
Gaiocr by fo doing, B»\aii%>^^ x.o\i^^^^ 
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good Eftate out of Biihops Lands. See Heylm^ f* 
310. The other Minifters that were xnoft eager in 
promoting the Reformation, were Walftngham^ 
Knollesj &c. concerning whom a late Proteftant 
Hiftorian {Short View rf Englijh Hsftory^ p, 234. J 
has told us, that this Queen bad the moji wicked Mi^ 
nijlry that ever was known in any Reign : Which is 
the iefs to be admired, if whatDr. Heylin writes, 

P* 338> 34^j ^ ^^"^> ^'2:, That Robert Dudleyy 
Earl of Leicefter^ the Queen^s great Favourite, had 
the difpofing of all Offices in 0)urt and State, and 
of all Preferments in the Church, For Leicefter is 
reprefcnted in Hiftory, as one of the worft of Men, 
Higgonsj p. 230; who had all the Ambition and ill 
Principles of his Father Northumberland; who broke 
the Neck of his Wife down Stairs, in hopes of 
matching himfelf with the Queen; Higgonsj p. 233. 
A Man, fays Dr. Heylin^ p. 339, 340, *« fo uh- 
'^ appeafable in his Malice, and unfatiable in his 
*^ Luft ; fo facril^ious in his Rapines- ; fo falfe in 
** Promifes, and treacherous in^Point of Truft j and, 
** , finally, fo deftruflive of the Rights and Properties 
*' of particular Perfons, that his little Finger lay far 
<« heavier on the Englijb Subjefts, than the Loins of 
<« of all the Favourites of the two laft Kin^." So 
far Dr. Heylin. 

Q. How fared it with the Lands and PoJfeJJiom ef 
the Church under this Government ? 

A, A great Part of the Church Lands, which 
had efcaped the Rapacity of King Henry and King 
Edward's Days, or had been again reftored to the 
Church by Queen Mary^ was now made a Prey to 
the Court Harpies i as may be feen in Dr. Heylin^ p. 
280, 292, 293, 295, 310, 311, 328. 

Q^ What Encouragement did DifTcnters meet with 
/W //// J^r/'gn ? 
^ 777e ZuitigUan or Cahnman Gcj{>cllcrs, cotcv- 
r^<^:i':r r:\'ilci] P::f'itan5^ had raauy ¥ntv\^s ^xCwv^\.^ 
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and were very firong and numerous ; and, had not 
the Queen been a dofe Friend to the Common-Pray- 
er, would certainly have banifhed it the Kingdom. 
The Brownifts fared not fo well ; for Coppin and 
Tbocker were hanged at St. Edmund* s-Bury^ Anm 
Dom. 1583, for publifhing frown's Book, written 
againft the Common-Prayer-Book : And jfUx. Rofs^ 
gives us to underftand, that other Browmfts alfo fuf« 
fcr'd, when he calls Barrow their firft Martyr, Se£f. 
1 2. ^. 2. As .to the other Sectaries, J^rhn Lewes and 
Matthew Hammond were burnt in this* Queen's 
Time for Hereticks ; and HacietWAS cxcuted, part- 
ly for Herefy and Blafpheniy. Likewife ieveral 
others in her Time were condemned, and recanting 
bore their Faggots. See Hollin/head, Q^ Eliz. Anna 
Reg, 21 and 25 ; and Stow^ p. 679, 680. 

Qi What Kind of Treatment did the Roman C<i- 
tholicks receive from this ^een ? 

A. Moft fevere Laws were enadied againft them, 
by which all Priefts, and all fuch as harboured them, 
item^ all fuch as fhould be reconciled to the Church 
of Rome^ were liable to be put to Death. 

Q. Were thefe Laws ever put in Execution ? 
if. Yes they were, during this Qiiecn Reign ; 
and more or Icfs in every Reign fince, till K, fames 
the Second. As for the Time of Queen Elizabeth^ 
of whom we are now fpeaking, not to mention many 
that fuffer'd, in Confcquence of thefe Laws, in all 
Parts of the Country, I fhall here fet down, out of 
Stow^s Chronicle, feveral that fufFer*d in and about 
. London, according to the Years in which thefe Exe- 
cuti^s happen'd. 

^578. *' John Nelfon (Prieft). for denying the 
<* Queen's Supremacy, and fuch other traiterous
